REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Request approval of Retention Reso- 
lution, Parcels 4A, 5A2, 7A, 8A, 12B, 12C 
land 14A, Project No. 1, (Pedestrian Walk- 
ways and Alleys). 


Mr. Zimmerman reported to the Board 
that a Resolution of Retention has been 
prepared, with the assistance of Mr. King; 
it has been concurred in, by the Depart- 
ent of Housing and Urban Development 
and he requested Board approval and 
recommendation to City Council for Par- 
eels 4A and 5A2, (alley); TA and 8A, 
(alley); 12B and 12C, (to provide pedes- 
trian walkway between North Grand Ave- 
nue Parking Ramp and Washington 
Square); and 4A, (alley). 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
that Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the City of Lansing 
retain ownership of Parcels 4A, 5A2, 7A, 
8A, 12B, 12C and 14A, Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87, as approved by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. Motion carried 
unanimously, 


B. First Block Development, Parcel 15— 
Resume enclosed with agenda pertaining 
to the changes within the contract for sale 
of land and changes of ownership within 
the Lansing Area Redevelopment Company. 


Mr. Zimmerman briefly reviewed the 
resume which explained the conditions set- 
ting forth changes in the Contract for 
Sale of Land and the Publie Disclosure 
relating the change of interest within 
LARC. The City Council has set the date 
for the Public Hearing to be held on Feb- 
ruary 22, 1971, 7:30 p.m., City Council 
hambers. 


C. Status of the South 80 Feet of Parcel 
12, Project No. 1. Messrs. James Stajos, 
xyeorge Scofes and Steve Annas, Proposal 
(Eagle Restaurant and Lounge). 


The Redevelopment Department has con- 
acted the Redeveloper since the last Board 
eeting, upon several occasions, and did 
ot receive a definite indication of their 
ntent until just prior to this Board me- 
ting (January 26, 1971) a letter was 
ubmitted to the Redevelopment Office by 
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Mr. Thomas Sinas, representing the Re- 
developer. This letter was read to the 
Board Members... it related the inability 
of the Redevelopers to proceed with their 
proposal, due to a member of the partner- 
ship withdrawing, and thus creating prob- 
lems in regard to financing. They, also, re- 
quested the refund of their deposit in the 
amount of $1,870. 


Based upon Mr. King’s legal opinion, 
after review of the contract and pertinent 
correspondence, the Redevelopment Board 
recommended that the Redeveloper’s re- 
quest for the return of their deposit be 
denied and the deposit be retained by the 
City of Lansing. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
recommend to City Council the termination 
of the Contract for Sale of Land by and 
between the City of Lansing and Messrs. 
George Scofes, James Stajos and Steve 
Annas for the South 80 feet of Parcel 12, 
Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 and based upon 
review of the proposal and receiving the 
legal opinion of their attorney, Mr. Bruce 
King, further recommended to City Council 
that the deposit of $1,870 be retained by 
the City of Lansing, 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Discussion followed, and Mr, Zimmerman 
stated that an effort has been made to 
retain the Eagle Restaurant in the down- 
town and urban renewal area: one po- 
tential is that the Eagle Restaurant 
become a tenant of a proposed Redeveloper 
of Parcels 12A and 13... to date, and agree- 
ment has not been reached. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D. Status of Project No.2, Mich. R-144 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that, since the 
December Board Meeting, Mayor Graves 
has submitted a letter to Congressman 
Chamberlaiin requesting his assistance to 
schedule a meeting with George Romney, 
Secretary of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. A meeting was 
arranged with officials of the HUD office in 
Washington for January 20, 1971 and 
attended by Mayor Graves and Richard 
Zimmerman, City of Lansing; Philip 
Gannon, President, and Albert Boyd, Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of LCC; and 
Congressman Charles E. Chamberlain, The 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss the 
City of Lansing’s application for funding 
of Urban Renewal Project No. 2, Mich. 
R-144. The application request was for 
$9,967,000. The previous grant reservation, 
which was approved in March 1967, was 
for $4,758,000. The background informa- 
tion and justification for the requested 
increase was presented to the HUD Of- 
ficials by Mr. Zimmerman. As a result of 
this meeting, the HUD Officials agreed to 
grant the previously requested amount of 
$4,758,000 so that Project No. 2 can pro- 
ceed. The remaining amount (in excess of 
$5 million) is to be released on an incre- 
ment basis after the first year activity, 
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by amending the application. This method 
os imal due to lack of federal 
‘unds, 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that the real 
estate appraisals for the properties located 
on the west side of the river were obtained 
in 1968 and 1969. These appraisal reports 
May need to be updated, or possibly we may 
need new appraisals, due to the fact that 
we should be negotiating with the property 
owners with the current market value, as 
opposed to values that were established two 
or three years ago. As soon as the staff has 
had adequate time to review the real estate 
appraisal reports and the fixture ap- 
praisal reports which are on file, we wil 
be meeting with the appraisal committee of 
~~ Board for the purpose of a recommenda- 

on. 


The Board Members agreed to hold 
Special Board Meetings, if necessary, to 
assist with expediting the procedures. 


Mr. Rosa asked, “‘what is the status of the 
land use study for Project No, 2, east of 
the river?” 


Mr. Shoemaker, Urban Renewal Plan- 
ner, advised the Redevelopment Board that 
the Planning Board and the Planning Staff 
are following through with the Redevelop- 
ment Board request. It is estimated that 
the report will take approximately 90 days. 


Mr. Zimmerman, also, advised the Board 
that it would be necessary to contract for 
legal services for Project No. 2, He sug- 
gested that the Board consider proposals 
for legal services. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to 
authorize the Director to request proposals 
for legal services for Project No. 2, Mich. 
R-144. Supported by Mr. Shaw. Motion 
carried unanimously. 


KE. Request approval for the Director and 
one staff member to attend the Michigan 
Chapter of NAHRO Conference in Sagi- 
naw on January 29, 1971. 


A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach to 
grant the request that the Director and one 
staff member attend the Michigan Chapter 
of NAHRO Conference in Saginaw, Mich- 
igan on Friday, January 29, 1971. Support- 
ed by Mr. Shaw. Motion carried una- 
animously.

A. Report from the Personnel Committee 


This report was deferred until Mr. 
Cowan's arrival. 


B. Report of Appraisal Committee 


Mr. Jessop reported that the Appraisal 
Committee met on Wednesday, February 
17, 1971 for the purpose of considering the 
Appraiser’s proposals for Project No. 2, 
Mich. R-144, 


HUD requires that we have two real 
estate appraisal reports on each parcel of 
land. The Redevelopment Department had 
previously obtained real estate appraisals 
during the survey and planning phase of 
Project No. 2 and these appraisals were 
conducted during 1968 and 1969, Due to the 
delay in federal approval for funding of 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2, it is now 
necessary to obtain current fair market 
value on the property, instead of utilizing 
the values that were established two and 
three years ago, 


The committee recommended that the 
original real estate appraisers update their 
first appraisal reports and further recom- 
mended that where it is not feasible to 
update the previous real estate appraisal 
reports, new real estate appraisals shall be 
conducted. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board accept the com- 
mittee report. Supported by Mr. Eschbach. 
Motion carried unanimously. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Counci] that the Real Estate ap- 
praisals previously obtained on the pro- 
perty located within the boundaries of 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2, Mich. R- 
144, be re-appraised as follows: 


Appraiser: Malcolm Milks—Block 65—Par- 
eels 3 thru 7; Block 68, 7 thru 16; 


cost not to exceed $8,000, 


Appraiser: Richard Binder—Block 68— 
Parcels 1 thru 6; 


cost not to exceed $1,350, 


Appraiser: Emil Gallas—-Block 68—Parcels 
17 thru 28; Block 66, 3 thru 7; 


cost not to exceed $9,000. 

Total Cost of updating—$18,350 

The Redevelopment Board further recom- 
mended that a new appraisal be obtained in 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2 as follows: 
Appraiser: Henry Novakoski—Block 65— 


Parcels 2 and 3; Black 66, 3 thru 7; 
total cost not to exceed $6,300. 


Total cost of updating and new appraisals 
$24,650.

Motion 
earried unanimously. 
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A. Report of Personnel Committee 


The Personnel Committee Report was 
given at this time by Mr. Duane Russell. 
(Mr. Cowan was in attendance). 


The Personnel Committee met on Mon- 
day, February 15, 1971, to discuss the job 
reclassification request, made by Mr. Ron- 
ald Cowan, for two positions on his Reloca- 
tion Staff. The reclassification request is 
for the present position of Clerk 1B to 
Relocation Secretary IIB and the present 
Position of Relocation Aide IIB to reloca- 
tion Specialist IV. The Personnel Commit- 
tee considered salary ranges of similar posi- 
tions for other cities throughout Michigan. 


Primarily, the reclassification request is 
based on two factors: 


1. The workload has increased, and will 
continue to increase, with future con- 
tracts involving relocation servies, and 


2. Due to the additional responsibilities 
placed upon these two positions. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council the reclassification of the 
two positions: Clerk IB to Secretary IIB 
and Relocation Aide IIB to Relocation 
Specialist IV. 


Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


After considerable discussion, the motion 
earried unanimously. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Mr. Hilley reported that he and Mr. 
Eschbach attended a meeting on February 
18, 1971 sponsored by the Downtown Busi- 
ness Division of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Also, the meeting was attended by the 
Mayor and City Council and other city 
officials. 


The speaker of the evening was Mr. 
James Christman of Johnson, Johnson and 
Roy who explained the plans for Washing- 
ton Spuare. Mr. Hilley stated that Mr. 
Zimmerman acted as a panel member on a 
question and answer portion of the program 
and complimented him for his excellent 
presentation.

A. Demolition Contract No. 18, Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87; (Tussing Building, 
Eagle Restaurant Building and the Senate 
Grill Building) 


Mr. Zimmerman requested Board author- 
ization to prepare the specifications for 
Demolition Contract No. 13, and listed the 
buildings to be included, as follows:

A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to

and the Purchasing Director be authorized 
to advertise for bids for this Demolition 
Contract No. 18. 


Supported by Mr. Russell. Motion carried 
unanimously. 


B. Review of the Status of Court Action 
in regard to Kewpee Restaurant (Parcel 
4-2) and Broadway Lunch (Parcel 10-4), 
Project No. 1 


Mr. Zimmerman reported to the Board 
that oral argument was scheduled in court 
pertaining to Broadway Lunch and Kewpee 
Restaurant on February 3, 1971, and on that 
day Mr. King, Attorney for the Redevelop- 
ment Board, was advised by Mr. Lester 
Turner, Attorney for the Property Owners, 
that he would not appear in court. Mr. 
King appeared in court for the purpose of 
answering any questions posed, 


The case is now awaiting a decision from 
the Court of Appeals, which is anticipated 
in the very near future. 


C. First Block Development (Parcel 15) 
—Status of Signing the Contract 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the Public 
Hearing on Parcel 15 (1st Block Develop- 
ment) was held on February 22, 1971. The 
Mayor and City Clerk will be signing the 
contract for Sale of Land by and between 
the City of Lansing and the Lansing Area 
Redevelopment Company. Transfer of title 
will be approximately one year from the 
las o the City acquiring the Broadway 

unch, 


D. Status of Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 


1) Discussion on the Method of HUD 
Funding for Project No. 2. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that in an ef- 
fort to obtain a written commitment in 
regard to funding of Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2, the following activity has 
taken place: 


February 9, 1971—A meeting was held 
in the Detroit Area Office for the purpose 
of (1) discussing the decision reached on 
January 20, 1971 in the Washington Office 
of HUD; (2) obtaining written confirmation 
of ane decision made by HUD on January 
20th. 


February 10, 1971—A resume of the 
February 9th meeting was submitted by 
letter to Mr. William Whitbeck, Director 
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of the Detroit Area Office. (This letter was 
read to the Board). 


February 23, 1971—Mr. Zimmerman was 
informed by the news media that Congress- 
man Charles Chamberlain had received a 
letter from Mr. Watson. (A copy of this 
letter was read to the Board). It stated 
that after the HUD Office had analyzed 
the program of financing the renewal 
activities planned for Project No. 2, they 
eoncluded that the best solution is to 
convert the project to NDP. This would 
permit assigment of a portion of the exis- 
ting grant reservation of the first annual 
increment, with a balance of $4,758,000 to 
be held in escrow for subsequent annual 
increment funding and additional incre- 
ment as needed, subject to continued Con- 
gressional appropriation. 


February 28, 1971—Also, Mr. Zimmerman 
received a telegram from Congressman 
Chamberlain informing him of HUD’s 
confirmation of their decision. This was 
read to the Board. 


Mr. Zimmerman advised the Redevelop- 
ment Board that the Redevelopment Staff 
has been preparing the requested documen- 
tation and it should be ready for submission 
in approximately two weeks. In the mean- 
time, activity preparations are being made 
. .. The appraisers have been contacted 
in regard to updating and new appraisals 
being made for the portion of Project No. 
2, west of the Grand River. The funds 
should be forthcoming within 3 to 4 months 
and by that time, all preliminary work 
will be done in order to proceed with 
acquisition of property, relocation and de- 
molition. 


A resolution, as to form, has been sub- 
mitted for HUD approval, prior to City 
Council adoption. This resolution is to 
authorize and direct the Redevelopment 
Director to execute and file an application 
and to furnish the documents required and 
act as the authorized correspondent of 
the City of Lansing for Pdoject No. 2, 
Mich. R-144, 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Redevelopment Di- 
rector be authorized to proceed to file the 
necessary information required by the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment for approval of Federal funding for 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 
Supported by Mr. Fink. Motion carried 
unanimously, 


2) Proposal submitted for Legal Services, 
Project No. 2. 


Mr, Bruce King submitted a proposal re- 
questing that he be considered for his pro- 
fessional legal services for Project No. 2, 
Michigan R-144 at $30 per hour and $200 
for each court appearance. This is in 
accordance with his existing contract which 
was dated April 19, 1968, for survey and 
planning.

A motion was made by Mr. Lane Jes- 
sop that the Redevelopment Board recom- 
mend to City Council that the Mayor and 
City Clerk be authorized and directed to 
execute Amendment No. 2 in the amount 
of $1,200 to the original General Legal 
Services Contract, Project No. 2, Mich. 
R-144, by and between Bruce S. King and 
the City of Lansing; therefore, changing 
the maximum not to exceed total compensa- 
tion under the contract from $3,000 to 
$4,200, subject to the approval of the 
Survey and Planning Budget No. 11 by the 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 
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A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Rerevelopment Board approve the 
change of the minutes of February 28, 
1971 Board Meeting as suggested by Mr. 
Zimmerman. 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. Motion carried 
unanimously. 


Mr. Jessop stated that, at the February 
28rd meeting, he and Mr. Eschbach re- 
frained from voting on the issue of re- 
classification of personnel in the Reloca- 
tion Office. .

A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
approve the minutes of the Redevelopment 
Board Meeting of February 28, 1971 as 
amended, Support by Mr. Shaw. Motion 
earried unanimously. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


A report was attached to the agenda con- 
cerning: The Lansing Fine Arts Council 
Sculpture Selection Committee. 


Mr, Zimmerman reported that Mrs. John 
Hoagland, President of the Lansing Fine 
Arts Council, has appointed a Sculpture 
Selection Committee for Washington 
Square, as requested by the Redevelop- 
ment Board. The committee is as follows: 
Miss Sara Jane Venable, Chairman; Fran- 
ces DeVries (Mrs. C. F.) ; Delores Wharton 
(Mrs. Clifton); Dr. Paul Love; Mrs. 
Malcolm Williams; and Mr. Harry Worst. 
Mr. Zimmerman further stated that he met 
with the committee for their organiza- 
tional meeting on Tuesday, March 9, 1971. 
He reviewed the plans for Washington 
Square and distributed brochures. Also, 
photographs of Mr. Charles Cooper’s work 
and various site dimensions within Wash- 
ington square were delivered to Mr. Mal- 
colm Williams, an architect and member 
of the Sculpture Committee, so they will 
be more knowledgeable of the area. 


The next Sclpture Selection Committee 
meeting has been seceduled for Friday, 
April 2, 1971. Mr. James Christman of 
Johnson, Johnson and Roy and Mr. Zim- 
merman will attend this meeting for the 
purpose of presenting additional informa- 
tion and responding to items of concern 
raised by the committee. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Resignation of Mr. Ronald Cowan and 
Introduction of Mrs. Carol Husband, (letter 
submitted to the Redevelopment Board.) 
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Mr. Zimmerman reported that Mr. Ron- 
ald Cowan has submitted his resignation 
as Relocation Officer, effective March 25, 
1971, to accept a position as Housing 
Specialist with Housing Development Re- 
habilitation Corporation. He continued by 
expressing his appreciation for the effec- 
tive operation of the Relocation Office, 
under Mr. Cowan’s direction. 


Mr. Zimmerman, also, introduced Mrs. 
Carol Husband who has accepted the posi- 
tion of Relocation Officer, replacing Mr. 
Cowan. Mrs. Husband has been employed 
by the City in the Relocation Office since 
September 1968. She has been Relocation 
Assistant since September 1970. Based 
upon her past performance, experience, 
knowledge of the precedures and coopera- 
tive working arrangement with the staff, 
she was promoted to the position of 
Relocation Officer. 


The Board members accepted Mr. Cowan's 
resignation with regret; however, they 
expressed satisfaction and confidence in 
Mrs. Husband’s ability to supervise the 
Relocation Office. 


B. Compliance with the Requirements of 
hana Relocation Assistance Act of 
1970. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that HUD has 
requested all LPA’s to provide assurance 
that they will comply with the requirements 
of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and 
Real Property Acquisition Policies Act of 
1970. Adoption of a resolution of assurance 
will be requested ; however in lieu of adopt- 
ing a resolution of assurance at this time, 
adoption of a resolution to execute a 90- 
day binder would allow time for review 
and to obtain a legal opinion as to whether 
compliance is permissible under State 
and local law. 


Due to the new law being difficult to 
interpret and HUD being in the process 
of administering the guidelines, the 90- 
day binder would provide time for review. 


Mr. Freeman pointed out that this new 
uniform relocation law will apply to all 
federal programs in which people are dis- 
placed and compliance will be required in 
order to receive federal funding. 


Some States may not have enabling 
legislation, yet, and prior to July 1, 1972 
the Act will be mandatory only to the 
extent permissible under the State law. 
Mr. King stated that the State law does 
not appear to be a problem in Michigan ; 
however, he will review it further. 


A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach 
that the Redevelopment Board recommend 
to City Council that they adopt a resolu- 
tion authorizing and directing the Mayor 
and City Clerk to execute a 90-day “Binder 
Regarding Assurance with Respect to Com- 
pliance with the Requirements of the Uni- 
form Relocation Assistance and Real Prop- 
erty Acquisition Policies Act of 1970. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. Motion carried 
unanimously, 
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C. Status of Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 


1. Notification that the Mayor and City 
Clerk have signed the Contract for Sale 
of Land with LARC (First Block Develop- 
er). 


Mr. Zimmerman reported to the Re- 
development Board that the contract be- 
tween the City of Lansing and the Lansing 
Area Redevelopment Company was ex- 
ecuted on March 11, 1971, subject to de- 
livery of title, one year from date of 
acquisition of the Broadway Lunch, (Parcel 
10-4, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87). 


2. Status of Demolition Contract No. 
18 (Tussing, Eagle Restaurant and Senate 
Grill Buildings). 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that bids were 
received March 16, 1971 for Demolition 
Contract No. 13; eight documents were re- 
quested and six contractors submitted bids. 
The contract was awarded to the lowest 
bidder, Brown Brothers, Inc., for a max- 
imum amount not to exceed $51,676. A 
resolution for signing the contract was 
adopted March 22, 1971; Phase I of the 
demolition will start approximately April 
1, 1971 (Tussing Building, Parcel 8-8): 
Phase II will start approximately June 1, 
1971, (Senate Grill Building, Parcel 17-13; 
the building where Boyd’s Cigar Store was 
located, Parcel 7-11; and the Eagle Rest- 
aurant and Building, Parcel 7-12. . .Mr. 
Stajos, (Eagle Restaurant and Lounge) 
has informed the Redevelopment Depart- 
ment that he has made plans for relocat- 
ing in the Commerce Center Building. Mr. 
Richardson and Mr, Zimmerman have dis- 
cussed the relocation procedures with Mr. 
Stajos and offered all possible assistance. 


D. Status of Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 


As reported at the last Redevelopment 
Board meeting (2/23/71) HUD had re- 
quested a supplemental activity report for 
Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 funding, ac- 
cording to the NDP method. This docu- 
mentation has been completed and hand- 
delivered to the Detroit Area Office on 
March 12, 1971. The HUD Office has 
advised that they will give top priority to

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Management Systems Report by Mr. 
Fink, Chairman of the Committee 


Mr. Fink, Chairman of the Management 
Systems Committee, reported: the Com- 
mittee met on Wednesday, April 21, 1971, 
for the purpose of considering proposals 
which were submitted by the following 
firms (5): John Graham and Company 
from New York City; Candeub, Fleissig 
and Associates, Regional Office in Madison, 
Wisconsin, Main Office in Newark, New 
Jersey; Parkins/Rogers and Associates, 
Ine., from Detroit; Barton-Aschman As- 
sociates, Inc. from Chicago; and Com- 
munity Development Associates, Inc. from 
Cincinnati, Ohio.

A. Report on Condemnation Case (Broad- 
way Lunch and Kewpee Restaurant). 


A copy of the decision by the Court of 
Appeals, dated April 21, 1971, was dis- 
tributed to each Board member Mr. Zim- 
merman reported that the Court ruled in 
favor of the City of Lansing, stating that 
there was no fraud or abuse of discretion 
by the Lansing City Council in_the selec- 
tion of the properties within Urban Re- 
newal Project No. 1. Twenty days will be 
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allowed for the property owners to apply 
for an appeal to the Supreme Court or 
a rehearing by the Court of Appeals on this 
ease. If there is no appeal or rehearing, 
Mr. King, (Attorney for the Redevelopment 
Department) will petition the Circuit Court 
for possession of the properties. 


Introduction of Guests 


Mr. Zimmerman introduced Mr. Terry 
McKane, recently elected Councilman for 
the Thrid Ward, who will be serving on 
the Council Committee on Redevelopment ; 
and Mrs. Dolores Cipicchio, a new Re- 
development Staff member, employed as a 
Clerk-Typist. (Mrs, Berdie Silverman, em- 
ployed by the Department for the past three 
years, has transferred to the Office of the 
City Clerk) 


B. Status of Funding for Project No. 
2, Mich. R-144(A-6) 


A letter, dated April 22, 1971, which has 
been forwarded to the Detroit Area Office 
of HUD, from Mr. Zimmerman, was read 
to the Board. (This letter confirmed a 
telephone conversation between Mr. Merle 
Peacock of the Redevelopment Office, and 
Mr. Richard Paul and Mr. Jerry Fieldhouse 
of the Detroit HUD Office, concerning the 
status of Lansing’s application for funding 
of Urban Renewal Project No, 2. Verificat- 
tion of the following conversation was 
itemized, as follows: 


1. During the week of April 12th, the 
Detriot Area Office conducted a pre- 
liminary in-house staff review of Pro- 
ject No. 2, Mich. R-144 application. 


2. As a result of this in-house review, it 
apears that no major items are missing. 


38. Formal staff reports (Detroit Area 
Office) are anticipated by the middle 
or latter part of May, with a final re- 
view and approval anticipated by the 
end of May 1971. 


C. Changes in Council Requirements of 
the Citizens’ District Council 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that the 
Blighted Areas Act No. 344, P.A. of 1945, 
as amended by Act No. 189 of the P.A. of 
1968 (relative to citizen participation) has 
been amended by Act 173, P.A. of 1969 and 
Act 386, P.A. of 1969; therefore, it is 
necessary to revise Ordinance No. 170 to 
reflect the changes in the requirments for 
the composition of ‘the citizens’ district 
council and the terms of the members to 
comply with the State Law. Copies of the 
changes were distributed and read to the 
Board members. Mr. Zimmerman, also, in- 
formed the Board that the citizens’ dis- 
trict council has reviewed the changes and 
they are in agreement that the changes be 
made in Ordinance No. 170 
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A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that Ordinance No. 170, which 
was to create and determine the method of 
selection of the citizens’ district council for 
District Area No. 1, be amended to in- 
corporate the changes in requirements for 
composition of a citizens’ district council 
and the terms of the members to be in com- 
pliance with the State Law. 


Supported by Mr. Russell. Motion carried 
unanimously, 


D. Report on Private Financing for 
Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 


In February 1970, the Redevelopment 
Board recommended to City Council that 
the Mayor and City Clerk be authorized to 
execute a basic note resolution which allow- 
ed for the issue of a Master Note (total 
amount available under the Loan and 
Grant Contract) for Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87 . . . City Council adopted this resolu. 
tion July 13, 1970. The Board requested 
that the Director keep them advised as to 
the procedures and results. 


To bring the Board Members up to date, 
Mr. Peacock reported that the documenta- 
tion was prepared and the request submit- 
ted in March 1971. Since that time, the 
Chicago Regional Office has requested ad- 
ditional certification of the cash needs 
. . . this has been submitted. Advertising 
for the bids has been published in the Daily 
Bond Buyer, April 20, 1971, and the State 
Journal, April 16, 1971. The bids are to 
be opened May 4, 1971—Upon completion 
of the opening of the bids, HUD concur- 
rence will be requested, by telephone, for 
the successful bidder; the successful bidder 
will be notified by telegram and also a 
letter of confirmation. A resolution will 
be placed on the City Council agenda for 
the following Monday, May 10, 1971, for 
their adoption . . this is a resolution 
authorizing the sale, issuance and delivery 
eet Notes in the amount of $3,735, 


E. Sign Regulations (letter requesting 
Board review or the sign regulations prior 
to the meeting, enclosed with the agenda). 


Mr, Zimmerman reported that (as a 
result of the work of the Mayor’s sign 
Committee, appointed August 1979, for the 
purpose of recommending sign regulations 
for Urban Renewal Project No. 1, and 
later determined to relate these sign regula- 
tions for a designated Central Business 
District Area) a copy of the proposed sign 
regulations was submitted for Redevelop- 
ment Board, Planning Board and Building 
Department for their review and recom- 
mendation to the Sign Committee. 


The Planning Board recommendations, 
dated April 22, 1971, were distributed to 
the Redevelopment Board, 


Mr, Zimmerman stated that, although he, 
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personally, may not agree with all the pro- 
posed sign regulations; the extensive re- 
search, discussion and give-and-take of the 
committee members should be taken into 
consideration. The Sign Committee unani- 
mously agreed to support the proposed sign 
regulations for the Central Business Dis- 
trict with the exception that, Mr. Raymond 
Guernsey, Planning Director, stated that 
he would not support the issues to which 
he objected throughout the committee me- 
etings; particularly off-premise advertis- 
ing. 


Mr. Zimmerman continued by stating that 
he would like to have the Redevelopment 
Board consider the total package when 
making their recommendation to the Sign 
Committee, 


Discussion followed 


Mr. Rosa expressed disappointment in 
the proposed sign regulations and stated 
that he is concerned about the regulations 
as they pertain to the area outside of Wash- 
ington Square. 


Mr. Hilley requested that the Board con- 
sider the concerns of the Planning Board; 
therefore, the items were discussed in- 
dividually and the following conclusions 
reached: 


Mr. Zimmerman informed the Redevlop- 
ment Board that during the sign committee 
meetings, Mr. Bruce King and Mr. Archie 
Fraser (Attorneys for the city and sign 
Industry, respectively), were consulted 
concerning the legality of enforcing sign 
regulations. The attorneys advised that, 
legally, restrictions could not be enforced 
in one particular area and not another. 
The Fire Marshal was consulted on the re- 
striction determined accordingly. However, 
for the remainder of the Central Business 
District, as described in the sign regula- 
tions, they considered the existing sign 
ordinance and based their suggestions on 
this area being vehicular oriented. 


Roof Top Signs—(Section pertaining to 
location) —-The Redevelopment Board agreed 
with the Sign Committee recommendation 
that no roof top signs shall be allowed on 
Washington Square; however, the Rede- 
velopment Board was advised of the fact 
that the City may not be able to legally 
enforce the prohibiting of roof top signs 
within the total urban renewal area. There- 
fore, the Board did not concur in this 
recommendation of the Planning Board. 


Projecting Signs—(Section pertaining to 
Maximum Projection—The Redevelopment 
Board agreed with the Planning Board 
recommendation—a maximum projection of 
2 feet on Washington Square and a max- 
imum projection of 7 feet in the balance 
of the area—however, the Redevelopment 
Board was advised of the fact that the City 
may not be able to legally enforce the 
maximum projection of 2 feet throughout 
the total Urban Renewal Project No.1 Area 
and, therefore, the Board did not concur in 
this recommendation of the Planning 
Board. 
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Off Premise Advertising Signs— (Section 
pertaining to Location)—-The Redevelop- 
ment Board recommended that no off- 
premise advertising be allowed in the 
total area described within the sign reg- 
ulations. 


_ Marquee Signs—(Section pertaining to 
Location)—-The Redeveuopment Board con- 
curred in the Planning Board recommenda- 
tion: No skeleton letters should be allowed 
in the total area, not just on Washington 
Square. 


Illumination —- General Comments — the 
Redevelopment Board discussed two alter- 
natives regarding illumination: (1) no 
flashing or blinking lights be allowed, (2) 
illumination be given further sturdy by the 
sign committee, 


The motion was made by Mr. Jessop 
that the Redevelopment Board recommends 
to the sign committee; approval of the 
proposed sign regulations for the Central 
Business District Area, subject to the Re- 
development Board’s suggestions mentioned 
earlier with respect to roof top, projecting 
and off-premise advertising signs, and with 
the recommendation that illumination of 
signs should be given further study by the 
committee, 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


Mr. Rosa made a motion to amend Mr. 
Jessop’s motion by deleting the recom- 
mendation that the Sign Committee give 
further study to illumination of signs and 
instead, the Board recommends that: no 
flashing or blinking lights be allowed. 


Supported by Mr. Russell 


Mr. Jessop challenged the amended 
motion by stating that, in his opinion, the 
amendment to an origian] motion may not 
take place without approval of the person 
who made the original motion. Mr. Hil- 
ley and Mr. Rosa did not agree. As a 
result of discussion that followed, Mr. 
Jessop stated that he could not support the 
amendment. 


The motion to amend the original motion 
carried, (5) favored; (1) opposed (Mr. 
Jessop). 


The motion, as amended, would now 
read as follows: 


The Redevelopment Board recommends 
to the Sign Committee: approval of the 
proposed sign regulations for the Central 
Business District Area, subject to the 
Redevelopment Board’s suggestions men- 
tioned earlier with respect to roof top, 
projecting, off-premise advertising and no 
flashing or blinking lights to be allowed. 


The motion carried, (5) favored; (1) op- 
posed (Mr. Jessop). 


The Redevelopment Board reviewed the 
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recommendations from the Building De- 
partment and concluded that the Building 
Department’s comments needed clarifica- 
tion. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to 
recommend that no action be taken on the 
Building Department recommendations in 
regard to the proposed sign regulations. 


Supported by Mr. Russell. Motion car- 
ried unanimously.

Report on Proposed Alternate Land Uses 
for Project No. 2 by Mr. Raymond Guern- 
sey, Planning Director 


At the December Board Meeting, the Re- 
development Board requested that the Plan- 
ning Department undertake a Feasibility 
Study. The purpose of this study is to 
reconsider the land uses in Project No. 2, 
east of the Grand River. The following 
preliminary report was given by Mr. Guern- 
sey and Mr. Shoemaker. 


Mr. Guernsey stated that a generalized 
land use study was prepared in 1965 and 
revised as a more functional land use in 
1967 after consulting with Vilican-Leman, 
Larry Smith and Company and Johnson, 
Johnson and Roy. A central City Develop- 
ment Plan was adopted by City Council in 
1968. He further explained that a tenta- 
tive land use for the Model Cities Area is 
currently being considered by the Model 
Cities Planning Staff. 


Mr. Shoemaker presented the preliminary 
land use plans and explained how the area 
adjacent to Project No. 2 will affect the 
land use recommendations for Project no. 
2, east of the river, He explained the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages for each of the 
three approaches, which are: Study No. 1, 
a potential for housing Study No. 2, light 
industrial; and Study No. 8, commercial 
and services to the core area in support of 
the Central Business District. 


The consensus of the Redevelopment 
Board Members was that the most feasible 
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approach was to pursue Study No. 3. Mr. 
Hilley requested that the Planning Depart- 
ment make available to each Board Member 
a written report of the proposed alternate 
land use (Studies No, 1, No. 2 and No. 3) 
including maps and listing the advantages 
and disadvantages of each land use. 


Mr. Rosa asked for a report from the 
Planning Department after they have made 
their presentation of the preliminary plans 
for land use, relating to Project No. 2, to 
Model Cities, 

Mr. Zimmerman requested that Mr. 
Guernsey and Mr. Shoemaker, also, make 
their presentation to the Citizens’ district 
Council No. 1 for the purpose of assisting 
them in making their recommendation to 
City Council.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


A. Management Systems Report by 
Chairman Russell Fink. 


Mr. Fink reported that Vilican-Leman 
and Associates, Inc., of Southfield sub- 
mitted a proposal and made a personal pre- 
sentation to the Management Systems Com- 
mittee on May 6, 1971, thus making a sixth 
firm to be considered. 


Mr. Louis Klimecky, Systems Analyst of 
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the Finance Department, reported that he 
has visited the Community Development 
Firm in Cincinnati (the committee had de- 
cided to forego their in-house inspection 
and asked Mr. Klimecky for his opinion). 
His reaction was that their staff is small 
and the facilities and resources are limited. 


Mr. Fink continued by reporting on the 
committee’s in-house inspection of Barton- 
Aschman and Associates of Chicago and 
their computer processing firm in Muske- 
gon, They have the manpower and equip- 
ment; considerable experience in urban re- 
newal policies and procedures ; a reasonable 
and a competitive contract fee. Also, 
Barton-Aschman agreed that operation of 
the computerized elements will be handled 
by their firm (no third-party subcontrac- 
tor). 


The committee recommendation to the 
Redevelopment Board is that the Redevelop- 
ment Department contract with the firm 
of Barton-Aschman of Chicago for Manage- 
ment Systems Services for Project No. 2, 
Mich.

In reply to several questions by the 
Board Members, Mr. Zimmerman explained 
that a Management Systems is now a HUD 
requirement; however, in his opinion, it 
will be beneficial to the Department and 
provide a more efficient operation and thus 
prevent the delays and problems.

A. Report on Condemnation Case (Broad- 
way Lunch and Kewpee Restaurant).

the Court decision, dated April 21, 1971, 
in favor of the City of Lansing) two ap- 
plications for a Leave to Appeal were filed. 


The question before the Michigan Su- 
preme Court is the property owners’ appli- 
cation for Leave to Appeal. 


1. If the Supreme Court grants the prop- 
erty owners’ Application for Appeal, the 
City will be confronted with further 
legal delays in the process of acquiring 
the properties,

B. Appraisal Committee Report by Chair- 
man Lane Jessop—Selection of a Review 
Appraiser for Project No. 2, Mich. A-6 (A 
copy of Mr. Streukens’ proposal was en- 
closed with the agenda). 


Mr. Jessop reported that the Real Estate 
Appraisal Committee met on May 6, 1971, 
to consider Mr. Herbert Streukens’ pro- 
posal as Review Appraiser for Blocks 65, 
66 and 68, Project No. 2, Mich. A-6. The 
committee recommended to the Board that 
a contract be executed with Mr. Streukens 
for his professional services as Review Ap- 
praiser for Project No. 2 based on past 
experience, his excellent consulting ability 
and valuable assistance on appraisal work. 
The compensation for his professional] ser- 
vices is for an amount not to exceed 
$12,500. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Mayor and City Clerk 
be authorized and directed to execute a 
contract with Herbert Streukens, MAI, 
ASA, to provide the City of Lansing with 
the professional services of Mr. Streukens 
as Review Appraiser and Consultant for 
Urban Renewal Project No, 2, Mich. A-6. 
The total compensation for this contract 
is for an amount not to exceed $12,500. 


Supported by Mr. Eschbach. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that HUD has 
established a new policy for approval of 
the fair market value of real property to 
be acquired. The purpose of this new 
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Policy is to save time and eliminate some 
of the procedures previously required by 
HUD. Under the new policy, a Proclaimer 
Certificate will be utilized when approving 
the fair market value. HUD requires that 
City Council adopt two resolutions for the 
purpose of implementing this new policy. 


1. A resolution authorizing the local offi- 
cial responsible for signing Proclaimer 
Certificates ; 


2. A resolution approving the Statement 
of Land Acquisition Policy and Pro- 
cedures, 


Mr. Zimmerman requested that prior to 
Board consideration of this new HUD 
policy, a meeting be scheduled with the 
real estate appraisal committee, Mr. Bruce 
King, and staff members. The purpose of 
the meeting is to review the process of 
implementing the Proclaimer Certificate 
and review of the Statement of Land Ac- 
quisition Policy and Procedures. 


B. Report on Private Financing for 
Project No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


As a follow-up to the report at the last 
Board meeting concerning Private Financ- 
ing for Project No. 1, Mr. Zimmerman re- 
ported that bids were received from six 
firms ; the bids were opened at (12:00 noon, 
Lansing time) 1:00 p.m, EDST on May 4, 
1971, in the office of the City Clerk. The 
amount of the note issue is for $3,735,000 
and the successful bidder was National 
Bank of Detroit at the lowest interest rate 
of 3.24%. The resolution authorizing this 
issue of notes was approved by City Coun- 
cil on May 10, 1971. The executed notes 
(with required documentation) were mailed 
to the Chicago Legal Section of HUD by 
“Certified Air Mail” on May 17, 1971, and 
received in Chicago on May 18, 1971. The 
proceeds from this note issue are antici- 
pated on June 2, 1971. 


C. Report of HUD Approval of Amenda- 
_ Loan and Grant, Project No. 1, Mich. 


Mr. Peacock reported on the status of 
the amendatory to the Loan and Grant for 
Project No. 1, requested in December 1970 
for $2,625,000 and HUD has approved this 
amendatory request for $1,146,414 which 
is approximately 43% of the amount re- 
quested. As a result of this, Mr. Peacock 
displayed charts which explained the dif- 
ferences in the line item amounts requested 
and what was received. He also commented 
that the letter granting the approval in- 
ferred that the Dollars allocated was on an 
increment basis, due to lack of federal 
funds, and the amount available to the 
State of Michigan was distributed in this 
manner. 


The Board members requested copies of 
the budget chart and a brief explanation 
in writing. This information will be mailed 
to each Board Member within the week. 
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D. Status of Eagle Restaurant Reloca- 
tion. 


Mr. Zimmerman reminded the Board that 
the Eagle Restaurant and Lounge received 
their notice to vacate the building (accord- 
ing to Redevelopment Board Direction) in 
a letter dated December 30, 1970, and they 
were to be relocated by June 1, 1971. Due 
to circumstances previously explained to 
the Board, such as: 


1, The time consumed for the Eagle Res- 
taurant’s transfer of their liquor li- 
cense ; 


2. The Eagle Restaurant negotiating and 
signing a lease with the Commerce Cen- 
ter; and 


3. Developing construction plans for re- 
modeling of the Commerce Center, spe- 
cifically designed to meeting the needs 
of the Eagle Restaurant, 


the Eagle Restaurant has not yet vacated 
their present location. 


However, Mr. Zimmerman stated that it 
appears that the Eagle Restaurant has 
made an honest and diligent effort to com- 
plete their move, but it could require a 
90-day extension of time. 


The Board members discussed the past 
experience regarding the Eagle Restaurant 
and felt that they have been very patient 
and made every reasonable effort to co- 
operate with the owner of this business, 
He has been a partner in two different 
proposals for redevelopment during the 
past four or five years and for various 
reasons has not fulfilled the proposal com- 
mitments, In addition, there has been a 
previous extension of time on his lease 
agreement; therefore, the Board expressed 
concern if an additional 90-days is granted 
~-what assurance do they have that the 
Eagle Restaurant will be relocated within 
that time-period and perhaps there may be 
an additional delay after this time has 
expired. Further, the Board discussed the 
current amount of rent ($1,000 per month) 
and felt that a 90-day extension of time 
may be granted if by June 1, 1971, the 
Eagle Restaurant agreed to a rent increase 
from the current $1,000 per month to $4,000 
per month, effective at the end of the 90- 
day period (September i, 1971). 


The Redevelopment Board directed Mr. 
Zimmerman to notify Mr. Stajos of the 
Eagle Restaurant that, if he, Mr. Stajos, 
does not agree to this condition, Mr. Zim- 
merman is to proceed with the eviction 
procedures, immediately. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Director be directed to 
offer an additional 90 days of occupancy 
(September 1, 1971) providing that on/or 
before June 1, 1971, Mr. Stajos of the Eagle 
Restaurant and Lounge agrees that if he 
is unable to vacate the building and give 
Possession to the City of Lansing Rede- 
velopment Department, the rental of the 
property, effective September 1, 1971, will 
be increased from the current amount of 
$1,000 per month to $4,000 per month. If 
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Mr. Stajos does not agree to these condi- 
tions, Mr. Zimmerman is being directed to 
start eviction proceedings at once. 


Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


The motion carried—7 favored; 1 opposed 
(Mr. Eschbach). 


E. Request Approval to Execute a Con- 
tract hetween the City of Lansing and the 
Michigan State Highway Commission for 
Relocation Assistance, (The contract, ap- 
proved as to form, was enclosed with the 
agenda). 


The City Relocation Office has been pro- 
viding relocation services to the entire com- 
munity and, as another service, they will 
be assisting displacees from the M-99 
({Logan-Birch) Area, It involves 131 fam- 
ilies and 23 businesses. For the purpose of 
providing relocation services to these dis- 
placees, a contract has been negotiated with 
the Michigan State Highway Commission 
to pay the City of Lansing for relocation 
services over a two-year period. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he is con- 
cerned about the extra workload and addi- 
tional staff may be needed if they are 
working on Project No, 2 at the same time. 
If this occurs, Project No. 2 work will take 
precedent and additional staff may be 
needed. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Mayor and City Clerk 
be authorized and directed to execute a 
contract with the Michigan State Highway 
Commission to provide for Relocation Ser- 
vices by the City of Lansing to displacees 
of the Highway Project M-99 (Logan- 
Birch) Area, 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


The motion carried unanimously. 


G. Request for Board Approval for One 
Staff Member from the Relocation Office 
to attend a Relocation Seminar, May 24-26, 
1971, in Denver, Colorado. 


Due to the short notification of the 
scheduled conference and the difficulty of 
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meeting with the Board Members prior to 
the conference date, Mr. Zimmerman ver- 
bally contacted most of the Board Members 
and, in doing so, received verbal approval 
for a staff member to attend this confer- 
ence, He requested formal Board approval 
at this meeting. 


A motion was made by Mr. Fink that 
the Redevelopment Board approve the re- 
quest for one staff member to attend a 
Relocation Seminar in Denver, Colorado, 
on May 24-26, 1971. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 
Status of Eagle Restaurant Relocation 


At the last Redevelopment Board Meet- 
ing, May 25, 1971, the Board took the 
following action: 


That the Redevelopment Director be di- 
rected to offer an additional 90 days of 
occupancy (September 1, 1971) providing 
that on/or before June 1, 1971, Mr. Stajos 
of the Eagle Restaurant and Lounge agrees 
that if he is unable to vacate the building 
and give possession to the City of Lansing 
Redevelopment Department, the rental of 
the property, effective September 1, 1971, 
will be increased from the current amount 
of $1,000 per month to $4,000 per month. 
If Mr. Stajos does not agree to these con- 


ditions, Mr. Zimmerman is being directed 
to start eviction proceedings at once. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained the activities 
that have taken place since the last Board 
Meeting—On Friday, May 28, 1971, he (Mr. 
Zimmerman) and Mr. Arthur Richardson 
met with Mr. James Stajos and informed 
him, verbally, of the Redevelopment Board's 
decision. After a lengthy discussion, it 
was the understanding of Mr. Zimmerman 
and Mr. Richardson that Mr. Stajos had, 
verbally, agreed that if he was unable to 
completely vacate the building by Septem- 
ber Ist, the present rental of $1,000 per 
month would be increased to $4,000 per 
month, effective September i, 1971. 


Upon returning to the office, Mr. Zim- 
merman confirmed the discussion held dur- 
ing the meeting, in writing. This letter, 
dated May 28, 1971, was read to the Re- 
development Board and distributed to each 
member, along with the reply which was 
hand-delivered to the Redevelopment Office 
at about 4:30 p.m. on June 1, 1971 (the 
original letter written to Mr. Stajos was 
returned with the reply typed on the sec- 
ond page). Mr. Stajos’ reply stated that 
he did not agree to pay $4,000 per month 
rent, commencing September 1, 1971; how- 
ever, he will make every effort to be out 
on/or before September 1, 1971, and to 
please direct all further communications to 
Mr, Thomas G. Sinas of the law firm of 
Sinas, Dramis, Brake and Turner. 


Mr. Zimmerman continued by reporting 
that, due to the holiday, the City Council 
meeting was held on Tuesday, June 1, 1971, 
and that following that meeting, a meet- 
ing was held with the Committee on Re- 
development—Councilmen Belen, Anas and 
McKane—for the purpose of advising them 
of the Redevelopment Board action relative 
to what had been done and Mr. Stajos’ 
communication. The City Council Com- 
mittee reacted by saying that eviction pro- 
ceedings should be started now, but make 
the eviction notice effective September 1, 
1971. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he explained, 
this was not the direction he had received 
from the Board, therefore, at the Com- 
mittee’s suggestion, he contacted Mr. Hilley 
for the purpose of calling this meeting so 
that the Council position could be explained 
ot the Board prior to proceeding with any 
eviction notice. 


Mr. Hilley stated that just prior to the 
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meeting he had seen Mayor Graves who 
commented that it appeared that Mr. Stajos 
would vacate the building and be relocated 
prior to September 1st. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that he has 
mixed feelings concerning the Board action. 
As he had previously explained, he felt 
that a reasonable effort has been made to 
vacate the Eagle Restaurant and Lounge 
Building by June 1, 1971; a lease agree- 
ment has been signed with the Commerce 
Center, authorizing the Commerce Center 
to make the necessary improvements re- 
quired to meet the needs of the restaurant; 
the transfer of their liquor license has been 
approved by City Council—on the other 
hand, Mr. Zimmerman stated that he has 
reservations about setting a precedent for 
relocation of other businesses and being 
consistent with decisions that are made. 
He, also, expressed concern about saying 
that the Board changed their mind. 


Mr. King suggested that the Board con- 
sider the community reaction, the legal cost 
of eviction, and advised the Board of the 
procedures to start eviction, stating that 
there would be a minimum of 30 days and 
a maximum of 90 days involved, 


Mr. Eschbach pointed out that he is not 
concerned about setting precedent, there is 
not any pressure from a developer, the tax- 
payer is getting some return on the money 
rather than not anything. He is not in 
favor of starting eviction proceedings at 
this time. 


Mr. Griffin felt the Board has taken a 
legitimate stand on this matter and was 
not in favor of reversing the decision. 


Mr. Hilley asked Mr. Zimmerman to 
clarify why the rent was set at $1,000 per 
month, and Mr. Zimmerman answered: it 
was part of the negotiations when the 
property was purchased—the negotiations 
were complex, due to a lessee and a Jessor 
interest; with Mr. Stajos being the lessee 
and having tenants rights. The lease agree- 
ment was drawn to allow a reasonable time 
to relocate (80 months, at $1,000 per 
month) and it has continued at that rate. 


Mr. Hilley commented that the intent of 
the Board was not to make a profit, but 
to ereate a penalty for continued occu- 
pancy. 


Mr. Shaw stated that he did not have an 
opinion at this time. 


Mr. Rosa reiterated the two alternatives, 
as discussed, and asked if there was any 
other way to resolve the issue. 


Mr. Richardson reported he had talked to 
Mr. Al Schmid, the Building Manager of 
the Commerce Center, (the day of this 
meeting) and the liquor license has been 
approved, all arrangements and agreements 
have been signed with the Commerce Cen- 
ter to start remodeling for the Eagle Res- 
taurant. The Commerce Center will have 
the necessary improvements finished by 
August 1, 1971, and then time will be 
needed for moving the equipment; however, 
they should be able to be moved by the 
middle of August 1971. 
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Mr. Fink agreed with most of Mr. Esch- 
bach’s statements and the advice of Mr. 
King, as legal counsel, to postpone eviction 
proceedings at this time and requested a 
concise report on the Eagle Restaurant re- 
location to be given at the July Redevelop- 
ment Board Meeting. 


A motion was made by Mr. Fink that 
the Redevelopment Board postpone eviction 
proceedings at this time and that a concise 
report be given to the Board by the Direc- 
tor in regard to the vacating of the Eagle 
Restaurant and Lounge Building for the 
purpose of re-evaluating the situation at 
the July Board Meeting. 


Supported by Mr. Eschbach. 


Discussion followed, and Mr. Hilley re- 
quested additional opinions. 


Mr, Jessop favored a re-evaluation at 
the June Meeting. 


Mr. Rosa stated that, based on Mr. King’s 
earlier estimate of the time-element rela- 
tive to eviction, he would favor making a 
determination at the June meeting. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to 
amend Mr. Fink’s motion that the Rede- 
velopment Board re-evaluate the Eagle Res- 
taurant relocation at the June meeting, in- 
stead of the July meeting. 


Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


The motion carried: 7 favored; 1 opposed 
(Mr. Eschbach). 


Mr. Eschbach explained that he did not 
feel that enough information could take 
place between the date of this meeting and 
the next Board meeting, June 22, 1971, and 
preferred that re-evaluation take place at 
the July Board meeting. 


Mr. Hilley asked for a vote on the 
motion, as amended, which is as follows: 


That the Redevelopment Board postpone 
eviction procedures at this time and that 
a concise report be given to the Board by 
the Director, in regard to vacating the 
Eagle Restaurant and Lounge Building, for 
the purpose of re-evaluating the situation 
at the June Board Meeting, 


The motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Rosa asked that a status report be 
given at the next Board Meeting on the 
following : 


1. Has the Commerce Center awarded the 
contract to the contractor for remodel- 
ing the space which is to be occupied 
by the Eagle Restaurant? 


2. If so, what is the completion date of 
the contract? 


8. Who is the contractor? 
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4. Obtain whatever information we can 
regarding how the contractor is pro- 
ceeding. 


The meeting adjourned at 1:10 p.m.

Burning could 
produce oxides of nitrogen and carbon 
monoxide, both of which are toxic. The 
white pipe was found to be a polyvinyl 
chloride resin and acids do not effect it, 
no carbon is added to the resin, so less 
black smoke is given off when burnt. Burn- 
ing could produce carbon monoxide, cho- 


rine, hydrochloric acid, or phosgene, all 
of which are toxic.”

Mr, Jessop stated that, as reported at the 
Board Meeting held on May 25th, HUD 
has issued a directive whereby the Pro- 
claimer Method, relative to establishment 
of fair market value for property acquired, 
is to be utilized by the local public agency 
in lieu of requesting HUD concurrence on 
fair farket value, The directive further re- 
quires that as a prerequisite to the local 
public agency utilizing the Proclaimer 
Method, the City must adopt a “Statement 
of Land Acquisition Policy and Procedures.” 


Mr. Jessop advised the Board that the 
Real Estate Committee has held lengthy 
meetings for the purpose of considering the 
“Statement of Land Acquisition Policy and 
Procedures and, as a result of their review, 
recommended Board approval. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board accept the rec- 
ommendation of the Real Estate Appraisal 
Committee and recommend to City Council 
that the “Statement of Land Acquisition 
Policy and Procedures” be adopted as the 
method to be utilized for acquisition of 
property. 


Supported by Mr. Eschbach. 


Mr. Zimmerman briefly outlined the pro- 
cedures which have been used and explained 
how the Proclaimer Method, utilizing Pro- 
claimer Certificates, will expedite the nego- 
tiations and purchase of properties: 


1. Previously, two appraisal reports were 
submitted to HUD for review and con- 
currence in fair market value... this 
will no longer be required. 
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a. Except, if the lowest appraisal is for 
more than $100,000, or 


b. Unless, the amount allowable for 
real estate acquisition is exceeded 
under the latest budget. 


2. After an analysis of the appraisal re- 
ports by the review appraiser, director 
and acquisition staff, and their recom- 
mendation is submitted to the three- 
man real estate committee of the Rede- 
velopment Board, the committee will 
authorize the Director, Mr. Zimmerman, 
to sign the Proclaimer Certificate .. . 
thereby, establishing fair market value 
for each parcel of land to be acquired, 
prior to starting negotiations with prop- 
erty owners. One copy of the Proclaimer 
Certificate will be placed in the acqui- 
sition file in the Redevelopment Depart- 
ment; another copy of the Proclaimer 
Certificate will be submitted to HUD. 


8. Negotiations to purchase will follow. 


This process will shorten the preparation 
time, prior to negotiations, by approximate- 
ly two months time and be beneficial to the 
property owner and the City. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


b. Recommendation that the Redevelop- 
ment Director be authorized to sign the 
Proclaimer Certificate for Acquisition of 
Properties, Project No. 2, Mich.

Mr. Zimmerman asked Mr. Peacock to 
review the Proclaimer Certificate for Site 
Improvements, Project No. 1. 


Mr. Peacock briefly explained the pro- 
cedures necessary to obtain HUD approval 
of Site Improvements: the Site Improve- 
ments must meet the objectives of the De- 
velopment Plan, as originally approved;

Mr. Zimmerman advised the Board that 
several project improvements are being 
scheduled and after the first of the year 
(January 1972) plans for construction of 
storm sewers, sanitary sewers, sidewalks 
and new alleys will be ready to go out for 
bids, prior to the start of construction by 
Spring of 1972, 


Mr. Jessop asked if the Michigan Avenue 
Bridge would be scheduled and Mr, Zimmer- 
man replied that he is concerned about the 
Michigan Avenue Bridge and the effect on 
downtown. Every effort is being made to 
coordinate construction with the various 
departments to prevent tie-up of traffic and 
the problems involved in locating and re- 
locating of utilities. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Director be authorized 
to execute the Proclaimer Certificate for 
Urban Renewal Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 
Site Improvements. 
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Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


Motion carried unanimously, 


b. Request that the Redevelopment Board 
recommend to City Council the adoption of 
a Retention Resolution for Parcel 10A, 
Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 (Alley, 100 Block 
of West Ottawa Street). 


Mr, Zimmerman explained that prior 
to removing the Tussing Building the alley 
adjacent to it was 12 feet wide, and the 
proposed land use is that the alley is to 
be widened to 25 feet for the purpose of 
servicing the Michigan Bell Building and 
the new building which is to be built on 
Parcel 10. 


The City will retain this land by City 
Council adopting a Resolution of Retention 
and the written instrument will be recorded 
in the County Clerk’s Office. 


A motion was made by Mr. Fink that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the City of Lansing re- 
tain ownership of the property identified 
as Parcel 10-A, Urban Renewal Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87.

c. Status of the Eagle Restaurant and 
Lounge Relocation. 


Mr. Zimmerman gave a resume of the 
status of the Eagle Restaurant relocation 
since the June 7th Board Meeting—Mr. 
Richardson has been in contact with Mr. 
Stajos, owner of the Eagle Restaurant and 
Mr. Al Schmid, Building Manager of the 
Commerce Center (Mr. Schmid attended 
this Board Meeting). The Commerce Cen- 
ter has the construction plans semi-finalized 
and will be obtaining their building permit 
within the next two weeks. Mr. Al Schmid 
is acting as the contractor for remodeling 
the space which is to be occupied by the 
Eagle Restaurant and the work will be 
subcontracted. Mr. Schmid stated that the 
remodeling can be completed by August 1, 
1971.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Sculpture Committee for Washington 
Square Mall—Mr. Rosa 


Mr. Rosa, Chairman of the Sculpture 
Committee for the Washington Square Mall 
reported that the Committee met with the 
Metropolitan Lansing Fine Arts Sculpture 
Committee on June 29, 1971. He stated 
that the Fine Arts Committee made their 
recommendation for the piece of sculpture 
which is to be located on the Mall near 
Michigan Avenue, The Fine Arts Council 
has scheduled a meeting for the purpose of 
presenting their recommendation for the 
piece of sculpture to the Mayor, City Coun- 
cil, Redevelopment Board, the Planning 


Board, representatives of the Downtown 
Business Division of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Chamber of Commerce. 


Mrs. Clifton Wharton, a member of the 
Fine Arts Sub-committee, has extended an 
invitation to hold this meeting at her home 
and it has been scheduled for September 
14, 1971. The invitations will be sent by 
the Sculpture Committee of the Fine Arts 
Council. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


At this time, Mr. Hilley briefly reviewed 
activities and accomplishments by the Re- 
development Board (during the last two 
years) under his administration, such as: 


Project No. 1—Construction started prior 
to, but completed during his administration, 
amounted to a capital investment by the 
developers of approximately $10 million; 
construction started during his administra- 
tion and progressing satisfactorily, amount- 
ed to an additional capital investment of 
approximately $6.5 million; making a total 
of approximately $16.5 million. The con- 
struction plang for the Washington Square 
Mall were started prior to his administra- 
tion and now, the construction plans are 
90 per cent completed, 


Demolition expenditures amounted to 
approximately $83,026. Demolition is 97 
per cent completed within Project No. 1. 


All properties in Project No. 1 have 
been acquired except two—the Broadway 
Lunch and Kewpee Restaurant—and in 
April of this year the Court of Appeals 
ruled in favor of the City. The property 
owners filed for Leave to Appeal and re- 
cently (July 1971) the Supreme Court 
denied the appeal. 


Relocation is 99 per cent completed. 


Amendatory No. 4 to the Project No. 1 
Loan and Grant Contract has been ap- 
proved for an increased amount of 
$1,146,414. This will assist with the cost 
of site improvements. 


Although the Urban Renewal Plan for 
Project No. 2 was approved just prior to 
his administration, a Federal grant for 
$3 oF has been approved recently (July 
1971). 
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The Project No. 3 Urban Renewal Plan 
was approved just prior to this administra- 
tion. Although this project was unsuccess- 
ful, it made the community aware that City 
Government does have a strong interest in 
the retention of the labor force. 


Mr, Hilley also expressed his gratitude 
for the empathy of the Board Members, the 
Redevelopment Director and Staff and, 
also, his appreciation to the Mayor and City 
Council for their cooperation, 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Mr. Hilley turned the meeting over to 
Mr. Zimmerman who conducted the elec- 
tion of officers. 


Mr. Zimmerman asked for nominations 
for Chairman, 


Mr. Eschbach nominated Mr. Lane Jes- 
sop; Mr. Rosa nominated Dr. Jack Griffin.

The meeting continued—In the absence 
of Dr. Griffin, Mr. Jessop (as Vice Chair- 
man) conducted the remainder of the meet- 
ing. 
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REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


a. Court Decision (Broadway Lunch, Kew- 
pee Restaurant) 


Mr. Zimmerman asked Mr. Bruce King 
to report on the Supreme Court decision in 
regard to the Broadway Lunch and Kewpee 
Restaurant. (A copy of the court decision 
was distributed to each Board Member.) 


Mr. King explained that the Supreme 
Court had denied the Leave to Appeal re- 
quested by the property owners and further 
concurred in the decision of the Court of 
Appeals, This means that the matter will 
now he referred back to Circuit Court for 
a hearing on the taking of the properties. 
Mr. King stated that the property owners 
have twenty days (until August 5, 1971) to 
either request a rehearing by the Supreme 
Court or appeal to the Federal Court. If 
the property owners fail to pursue either 
alternative, the hearing in the Circuit Court 
will proceed immediately after August 5, 
1971. 


Mr. Rosa inquired whether or not there 
has been any recent discussion with the 
developers. 


Mr, Zimmerman replied that, about a 
week before the Supreme Court decision 
he had a conversation with a representative 
of the developers. The result being that the 
developers are anxiously awaiting the Court 
decision and are still committed to the de- 
velopment of the First Block. He further 
explained that as soon as the City has title 
to the Broadway Lunch property, the de- 
velopers will be notified; then the developers 
will have one year to prepare plans, obtain 
financing and receive title by August 1, 
1972. 


b. Status of the Eagle Restaurant. 


Mr. Richardson reported that the Build- 
ing Department has issued a building per- 
mit for remodeling of the Commerce Cen- 
ter and further stated that it appears that 
the moving procedures are progressing 
satisfactorily. The Eagle Restaurant is 
scheduled to move between August 28th and 
30th and will be ready for business by 
September 9, 1971. 


Mr. Schmid, who represents the Com- 
merce Center, displayed pictures to indicate 
the progress of the preparations for the 
relocation of the Eagle Restaurant into 
their building. 


c. Cooperation Agreement in Conjunction 
with the Model Cities Program—Con- 
tract, Relocation Services. 


Mr, Zimmerman explained that the co- 
operation agreement in conjunction with 
Model Cities and the Relocation Office for 
the Second Year Action Program has been 
prepared. Basically, it is the same as the 
First Year Contract, except the budget sec- 
tion which reflects the needs for the second 
year. The budget provides for relocation 
payments, primarily, with staff and office 
supplies included, 
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Mr. Zimmerman also reviewed the new 
budget with the Board Members and re- 
quested their approval. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that the 
Redevelopment Board approve and recom- 
mend the execution of the Cooperation 
Agreement in conjunction with the Model 
Cities Program for Relocation Services, 
PN 23, for the Second Year Action Pro- 
gram. Supported by Mr. Hilley. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


d. Cooperation Agreement in Conjunction 
with the Model Cities Program—Con- 
tract for Project Aid (provides house- 
hold furnishings). 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that this co- 
operation agreement in conjunction with 
Model Cities for Project Aid, PN 16, for 
the Second Year Action Program has been 
prepared. Basically it is the same as the 
first year program contract, except the 
changes in the budget portion to reflect the 
needs for the second year. The budget for 
the first year was for ten months operation 
and the second year is for a twelve-month 
operation. The staff includes a Project Aid 
Coordinator, Warehouseman and Secretary. 
They provide and distribute household fur- 
nishings to those in need throughout the 
entire community by working through 
church, civic organizations and private indi- 
viduals. The project was not totally suc- 
cessful during the first few months of 
operation. The person responsible for 
carrying out the operation has been replaced 
by another employee and the record indi- 
cates that a much more efficient service 
is being provided. Therefore, Mr. Zimmer- 
man reviewed the budget figures with the 
Board and asked for their approval. 


7 The matter of more press coverage, mak- 
ing the public aware of the project was 
discussed. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that the 
Redevelopment Board approve and recom- 
mend the execution of the Cooperative 
Agreement in conjunction with the Model 
Cities Program for Project Aid PN 15 in 
the Second Year Action Program. Support- 
ed by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


e. Recommend that City Council authorize 
the execution of Loan and Grant Con- 
tract for Project No. 2, Mich. A-6 
($3,760,000—loan; $3,000,000—grant). 


Mr. Zimmerman read the letter, dated 
July 16, 1971, from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development whereby 
they notified the City of Lansing of their 
approval of the Neighborhood Development 
Program Application for Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2, Mich. A-6. The allocated 
amount was $3,000,000 as a capital grant. 
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The execution of the Loan and Grant 
Contract will be the next step, therefore, 
Mr. Zimmerman asked for Board approval 
to recommend signing the contract. 


A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach 
that the Redevelopment Board recommend 
to City Council that the Mayor and City 
Clerk be authorized and directed to execute 
the Loan and Grant Contract for Project 
No. 2, Mich.

f. Recommend to City Council adoption of 
a resolution te authorize private financ- 
ing in the amount of $3,760,000 for Proj- 
ect No. 2, Mich. A-6. 


Mr. Zimmerman advised the Board that 
after the Loan and Grant Contract has been 
signed it will be necessary to proceed with 
arrangements to finance (the loan amount 
being $3,760,000). 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Mayor and City Clerk 
be authorized and directed to execute a 
Project Loan Note in the loan amount of 
$3,760,000 for financing Project No. 2, Mich. 
A-6. Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


a. Status of Court Action (Broadway 
Lunch; Kewpee Restaurant). 


The property owners of Kewpee Restau- 
rant and Broadway Lunch did not ask for 
a rehearing from the Supreme Court nor 
did they ask to go to Federal Court. As a 
result, a hearing was held in Circuit Court 
on August 6, 1971. The Court Order was 
that the City would take possession of the 
properties and forward just compensation 
to the property owners. The just compen- 
sation for Kewpee Restaurant being $47,000 
and $8,750 for immovable fixtures; on 
Broadway Lunch, the just compensation is 
$39,500 and immovable fixtures $4,371. The 
Court gave immediate possession of Kewpee 
Restaurant and delayed possession of Broad- 
way Lunch until September 15, 1971 and 
instructed Mrs. Ginka Lewis to advise her 
tenants that they must relocate by that 
time. This was a verbal order, therefore, 
Mr. Bruce King, Special Assistant City 
Attorney, proceeded by drawing up the 
Court Order and submitted it to the prop- 
erty owner’s attorneys for their approval 
and signatures. The Court Order on Broad- 
way Lunch was received on the day of this 
meeting (August 24, 1971). Upon receiv- 
ing the Court Order for Kewpee Restau- 
rant, this will mean that all 111 parcels 
of land in Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 will 
have been acquired. 


The Board members questioned whether 
there is an indication of more interest by 
developers now. Mr. Zimmerman replied, 
“yes,” This led to discussion on advertis- 
ing for potential developers and it was 
agreed that this would be done. Mr, Zim- 
merman stated that in the near future an 
informative statement of land available 
would be distributed locally as well as 
utilizing the State Journal, Detroit Free 
Press and Wall Street Journal. 


b. Status of First Block Development— 
(enclosed: a copy of a letter to the First 
Block Developer). 


Mr. Zimmerman referred to the letter, 
dated August 9, 1971, enclosed with the 
agenda, which served as written notice to 
Mr. James Park, legal representative of 
the First Block Developers, of the terms 
and conditions of the Contract for Sale of 
Land which states that at the time the City

Mr. Zimmerman reported that to allevi- 
ate any further delay, City Council adopted 
a resolution on August 9, 1971, authorizing 
the Redevelopment Director and the Pur- 
chasing Director to prepare the specifica- 
tions and advertise for bids for Demolition 
Contract No. 14 (Parcels 10-2, 10-8 and 
10-4). This action was taken to expedite 
the clearing of the land in the First Block 
immediately upon possession of the Broad- 
id Lunch (Parcel 10-4) on September 15, 
1 5 


Mr. Hilley questioned action being taken 
prior to Board recommendation and that 
he felt it was important that City Council 
continue to rely on the Board for their 
recommendation. After considerable dis- 
cussion, Mr. Rosa stated that he was of 
the opinion this had been discussed in pre- 
vious Board Meetings and that due to the 
time element involved, immediate Council 
action was understandable.

Mr. Zimmerman replied that City Council 
has appointed a committee consisting of 
Ray Guernsey, Planning Director, (Chair- 
man); James Spackman, Community Re- 
newal Program, Planning Department; 
Robert Backus, Public Service Director; 
Gerald Ernst, Assessor; James Dowsett, 
Acting City Controller; Allen Hayes, Traf- 
fic Director ; Austin DeFord, Market Master 
and himself. 


The first function of the committee was 
to improve the operation of the present 
City Market by negotiating for the vendors 
to lease space for parking on the adjacent 
land (recently cleared) owned by J & J 
Mason Contractors. This will provide an 
additional 150 parking spaces, 


As for the future of the City Market, the 
committee has met with Mr. Morris Stein, 
Consultant, who has previously worked on 
the feasibility of relocating the market and 
cost estimates. Now, three sites are being 
considered: (1) Remodeling at the existing 
site, (2) the North Lansing Site on Turner 
Street, (3) a site just south of the present 
location which is in Project No. 2. The 
committee will consider the advantages, dis- 
advantages and cost estimates of each site 
and, as a result, will make a recommenda- 
tion to the Council Committee on Buildings 
and Properties. 

The third site, as listed, appears to be 
the most feasible and well received by the 
committee . . . it has several means of 
vehicular ingress and egress; it would 
blend into the adjacent river front drive 
and park area; and private enterprise 
would be developing shops nearby, there- 
fore, the City would only be involved in 
building the City Market—not additional 
cost for other amenities. 


The Board members expressed their con- 
cern in regard to the following: 


Mr. Rosa questioned the idea of a river 
front drive and expressed his objection. 
He felt that a river front walkway, which 
has been a part of the plan would be more 
appropriate. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that the river 
front drive was an idea initiated recently 
and was only a preliminary idea. 


Mr. Hilley felt that a consultant’s ser- 
vices, such as Johnson, Johnson and Roy 
should be utilized and a more thorough 
study made rather than local committees 
making decisions for urban renewal area. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that there have 
been three studies made, relative to the 
feasibility of the City Market: (1) a Study 
conducted by Mr. James Spackman in con- 
junction with Michigan State University ; 
(2) Mr. Austin DeFord has been working 
with a representative from the Department 
of Agriculture; and (3) the study made by 
Mr. Morris Stein. 


The Committee is using the benefit of all 
knowledge received in the past and con- 
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tinuing to work with Mr. Stein as well as 
using their own professional knowhow. Mr. 
Spackman related that the consensus of all 
concerned appears to be that for the City 
Market to survive as a municipal function, 
it should be in a downtown location. 


As a result of the discussion, the Rede- 
velopment Board requested that Mr. Zim- 
merman report, on a monthly basis, the 
status of progress of the City Market Com- 
mittee, 


Mr. Zimmerman also reminded the Board 
that there is an approved plan for Project 
No, 2 and that Mr, Shoemaker is working 
on the revision of that plan as to land use, 
and this is being done in conjunction with 
the Planning Department. Mr. Zimmerman 
stated he felt there is a cooperative atti- 
tude between the various Departments and 
City Council. He also stated that a joint- 
meeting has been suggested between the 
Planning Board and the Redevelopment 
Board and will be held in the near future. 


Mr. Fink stated that he would relay the 
comments of the Redevelopment Board to 
the Planning Board and that he felt there 
would be full cooperation. 


h. Proposal for Legal Services Contract, 
Project No. 2, Mich. A-6 (enclosed with 
agenda: a copy of a proposal letter from 
Mr. Bruce King). 


Mr, Zimmerman explained that as Proj- 
ect No. 2 starts the execution phase, an 
attorney’s services are required; therefore, 
Mr. Zimmerman requested and received a 
proposal for General Legal Services and 
Condemnation services from Mr. Bruce 
King, dated August 16, 1971, for the budget 
year 1971-72, for a sum not to exceed 
$17,500. His services have been satisfac- 
tory for Project No. 1 and the Survey and 
Planning Phase of Project No. 2 due to 
his past experience; being familiar with 
urban renewal procedures and ability to 
perform the services needed. Mr, Zimmer- 
man asked for Board recommendation to 
execute a contract with Mr. King for Proj- 
ect No. 2, Michigan A-6. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that Bruce S. King be retain- 
ed as Special Assistant City Attorney for 
the Execution Phase of Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2, Mich. A-6, for a maximum 
not to exceed contract amount of $17,500 
for the budget year of July 1, 1971 through 
June 30, 1972, contingent upon Federal 
funding.

Mr. Zimmerman reported that on Tues- 
day, September 14, 1971 a meeting of the 
Metropolitan Lansing Fine Arts Sculpture 
Committee, the Mayor and members of City 
Council, Redevelopment Board, Planning 
Board and several community leaders met 
at the home of Mrs. Clifton Wharton. The 
purpose of the meeting was to consider 
the Fine Arts Committee recommendation 
for the piece of sculpture to be placed in 
the Washington Square Mall (at Michigan 
and Washington Square). 


As a result of the meeting at Mrs, Whar- 
ton’s, it was decided that the Fine Arts 
Sculpture Committee would make the final 
selection and develop a method of solicit- 
ing contributions to carry out this project. 


A resolution was adopted by City Council 
at their regular meeting on September 20, 
1971 that the Sculpture Committee of the 
Metropolitan Lansing Fine Arts Council is 
designated to act in behalf of the City of 
Lansing to determine the piece of Sculpture 
to be placed in the Washington Square Mall 
and to develop a method of soliciting con- 
tributions for this purpose. A copy of 
Mayor Graves letter, dated September 16, 
1971 and the resolution was distributed to 
each Board Member. 


b. Real Estate Appraisal Committee. 


The Real Estate Appraisal Committee of 
the Redevelopment Board met on September 
17, 1971. Mr. Jessop, Chairman of the 
Committee reported that in order to begin 
acquisition of the property for the Project 
No. 2, Mich. A-6, Second Year Activity, 
starting July 1, 1972, it is necessary to (1) 
start contracting with the appraisers and 
for this reason proposals have been re- 
quested from appraisers to appraise Block 
66, Parcels 1 and 2; and all of Blocks 245 
and 246 . . . @ recommendation on the 
appraisers selected will be made at the Oc- 
tober Board Meeting; (2) request a propo- 
sal for a fixture appraiser, which has been 
done, and recommendation will be made at 
the October Board Meeting; (3) and due 
to relocation assistance being needed from 
a consulting firm, it is the opinion of the 
committee that the fixture appraiser is the 
most competent consultant to provide this 
relocation service, therefore, a request has 
been made to fixture appraisal firms for 
the proposals and recommendation will be 
made at the October Board Meeting; (4) 
Request a proposal for review appraiser 
from Mr. Herbert Streukens, based upon 
his qualifications and services previously 
provided, and make recommendation at the 
October Board Meeting. 


Mr. Jessop stated that the committee met, 
also, for the purpose of approving the Fair 
Market Value on the nineteen parcels of 
land scheduled for acquisition during the 
first year activities. He stated that the re- 
view appraiser ‘had: completed ‘his review 
reports and the committee has considered 
the first, second and third rea] estate ap- 
praisals. Upon reviewing each parcel,. in-

King’s original contract dated July 21, 1964, 
for general legal services, Project No. 1, 
has been updated at a cost not to exceed 
figure according to need), on a _ twelve 
month basis. Final value is yet to be de- 
termined on seven parcels in Projects No. 1 
and allowance must he made for possible 
Court action. Therefore, due to the cur- 
rent contract amount ($79,300) having been 
expended, Mr, Zimmerman requested Board 
approval for Amendment No. 6 for an 
additional amount of $15,000.

Washington Square and Ottawa Street, Fri- 
day, October 1, 1971, (Broadway Lunch 
Building) City Council, The Redevelopment 
Board Members, City Department Heads, 
and approximately 50 business and commu- 
nity leaders have been invited by Mayor 
Graves to witness this ceremony (the letter 
of invitation, dated September 27, 1971, was 
read to the Board Members). 


2) Mr, Zimmerman announced he has 
received word from the Public Service De- 
partment that immediately following the 
demolition ceremony, Washington Square 
will be formally identified by erecting a 
new street sign and the first sign will be 
installed at the interesection of Washington 
Square and Michigan Avenue. 


3) A letter of confirmation, dated Sep- 
tember 28, 1971, from Mr. Zimmerman to 
Mr. James Park, Attorney for the First 
Block Developers, was read to the Board 
whereby a meeting has been scheduled with 
the First Block Developers. The City will 
be represented by Mayor Graves, City Coun- 
cilman Lucile Belen; Redevelopment Board 
Chairman, Dr. Jack Griffin; and the Rede- 
velopment Director, Richard L. Zimmerman.

The Real Estate Apvraisal Committee has 
approved the Fair Market Value of the 
properties scheduled for land acquisition, 
based upon the required appraisal reports 
and the Review Appraiser’s opinion. 
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Mr. Zimmerman continued by stating that 
he, personally, did not object to the Board 
Members being informed, The reasoning 
behind this method of not disclosing pur- 
chase price is to alleviate problems which 
were experienced as a result of public dis- 
closure within Urban Renewal Project No. 
1. 


Mr. Hilley reminded the Board that the 
information made available for the Ap- 
praisal Committee was reviewed but not 
removed from the meeting room and was 
destroyed immediately after the committee 
signed the columnar listing, which was 
placed in the files, However, Mr. Hilley 
stated that he has no objection to Board 
members sitting in on the committee meet- 
ings, 


Mr. Rosa stated that he did not need to 
know the fair market value of the parcels ; 
he would rely on the judgment of the ap- 
praisal committee and the Redevelopment 
Director; however, he does not object to 
Board members attending the committee 
meetings. 


Mr. Eschbach agreed with Mr. Rosa that 
he would rely on the judgment of the Ap- 
praisal Committee and the Director. 


The general consensus of the Board Mem-

Mr. Jessop, Chairman of the Real Estate 
Appraisal Committee, reported that a com- 
mittee meeting was held on October 13, 
1971 for the purpose of: 


a. Approval of Fair Market Value on 
four parcels of land Project No. 2, Mich.

Previously the Fair market value had 
been established on nineteen parcels of 
land. At this meeting four additional 
parcels (Block 65, Parcel 3; Block 68, 
parcels 1, 7 and 9)... Making a total of 
23. . .were reviewed individually; three 
real estate appraisal reports, immovable 
fixture appraisal reports and the review, 
appraiser’s report were considered in order 
to establish fair market value.

b. Recommended Real Estate Appraisers 
—Block 66, Parcel 1 and Block 66, Parcel 
2 and all parcels of land located in Blocks

Proposals were submitted and received 
from eight qualified real estate appraisers 
(Messrs. Stoppert, Nelson, Novakoski, Lar- 
son, Green, Whipp, Peterson and Milks) to 
appraise properties in Block 66, Parcels 1 
and 2 and all of the land in Blocks 245 
and 246.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


a, Status of First Block Development, 
Project No. 1 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that a meeting 
was held in Mayor Graves office on Wednes- 
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day, October 6. 1971 with the First Block 
Developers (Lansing Area Redevelopment 
Company). Those in attendance were: 
Mayor Graves, Councilman Lucile Belen, 
Chairman of Redevelopment Committee; 
Dr. Jack Griffin, Chairman of the Re- 
development Board; Bruce King, Special 
Assistant City Attorney; Sam Clay, Land 
Marketing Agent; and Richard L, Zimer- 
man, Redevelopment Director, representing 
the City of Lansing Francis Fine, James 
Park, Attorney; Peter VanPutten Archi- 
tect; C. O. Turner, ITI, and Roy M. Scott, 
Jr., of Holiday Inn, Memphis, Tennessee, 
representing the First Block Developers, 


At this meeting, the spokesman for the 
developer stated that they are firmly com- 
mitted to proceeding with the purchase of 
the land and redevelopment of the site. 
However, the economic and market studies 
are outdated and the developer will need to 
have these updated, which will delay the 
completion of the construction plans. 


Construction plans were scheduled to be 
submitted by February 9, 1972 and this 
cannot be met; however, a meeting will 
be held with the First Block Developers in 
January 1972 and a date for submission of 
construction plans will be scheduled at that 
time. 


A meeting has been scheduled with 
Peter VanPutten, Architect for the De- 
veloper, and Johnson, Johnson and Roy, 
Architect for the City (Redevelopment De- 
partment) on Thursday, November 4, 1971 
to review the preliminary design criteria. 


The leasing of space for parking in the 
Grand Avenue Ramp (30-year lease at 
market rates), and the air right over 
Ottawa Street to provide a pedestrian 
bridge connecting the First Block Develop- 
ment with the Ramp discussed, 


Subject to the economic and market 
studies, determining size and feasibility, 
the First Block will include: 


a. Holiday Inn, approximately 325 rooms, 
convention facilities and a roof top 
restaurant. 


b. A large retail complex—LRAC is in 
the process of discussing lease arrange- 
ments with tenants—In March of 1968 
Jacobson’s were committed; however, 
due to the lapse of time, they will be 
contacted as to their intent now. 


ce. The foundation, elevator shaft and 
provisions for the office building how- 
ever, the office structure will not be 
built until there is ample market for 
leasing office space. 


Mr. Rosa asked what was meant by the 
80-year lease at market rates for space in 
the Grand Avenue Parking Ramp. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that the de- 
veloper would be entering into a 30-year 
lease and provision will be made for the 
rates to be revised according to the market 
rates, as they may increase or decrease over 
the 30-year period. They are interested in 
having a commitment that they will have 
the parking space and they will pay the 
going rate. 
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Mr. Zimmerman, also, stated that some 
of the items to be resolved are: the air 
rights for the pedestrain bridge are being 
studied and the City Attorney is investigat- 
ing the legal procedures, as this bridge is 
more than a pedestrain bridge—retail space 
will be included, 


Dr. Griffin added that at the conclusion 
of the meeting with the First Block De- 
velopers, a request was made to have a 
progress report from the developers as 
means of communication between the de- 
velopers and the City and consideration be 
given to placing a sign on the property 
which would indicate to the public that 
construction will be taking place, 


be Status of Private Financing for Project 
0. 2 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the bid 
openings were held on October 13, 1971; 
nine bids were received, each for the full 
amount of $3,585,000. The low bidder was 
Continental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Company of Chicago with the First 
National City Bank, The First Boston Cor- 
poration and Mellon National Bank and 
Trust Company for the full amount at an 
interest rate of 2.75%. HUD approval was 
obtained for the low bidder immediately 
upon completion of the opening of the 
bids and followed by the necessary docu- 
mentation, in writing. This was discussed 
with City Council the same day and a 
resolution authorizing the sale, issuance 
and delivery of Project Notes in the aggre- 
gate principal amount of $3,585,000 and the 
execution of Requisition Agreement No.bB— 
1971 was adopted by City Council on Oc- 
tober 18, 1971. The funds are to be 
available November 9, 1971. The bid for 
Private financing of Project No. 1 was 
approved in June 1971; the lowest interest 
rate received was 3.24%. 


Ea Report on Land Acquisition for Project 
0. 2 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
last Board Meeting agreements to purchase 
have been signed on eleven parcels of land 
in Project No. 2, Mich. A-6 (Block 66. 
Parcels 3, 4 and 6; Block 68, Parcels 2, 
6. 8, 11, 12, 17, 20 and 28). . .with the 
six reported at the September Board Meet- 
ing, this makes a total of 17 parcels in 
Project No. 2 for which agreements to 
purchase have been signed. 


Mr. Rosa asked who is responsible for 
financing and planning of the river front 
park to be located between Grand Avenue 
and the river. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that the Parks 
Department will be responsible for de- 
veloping the plans for the riverfront park, 
with the assistance of the Redevelopment 
Department and the Planning Department. 
He further stated that a tentative date for 
beginning the construction of the river- 
front park is the Summer of 1973. 


Mr. Rosa commented that he felt that 
the Parks Department should begin de- 
veloping the plans right away. 


Mr. Peacock advised the Board that the 
land is to be dedicated to the City at no 
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cost. Mr. Peacock, then, left the meeting 
to obtain information on the financing for 
the construction of the riverfront park. 


d. City Market Committee 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that since the 
last report to the Board, the Planing De- 
partment, with the assistance of Lansing 
Community College students, has been tak- 
ing a survey, relative to the consumer’s 
role, from the standpoint of the relation- 
ship of a trip to the market and economic 
success of the market in the future and the 
impact on adjacent land use decisions. 


Dr. Griffin asked to have the results of 
the survey mailed to the Redevelopment 
Board members as soon as it is finished. 


e. Proposed Model Cities Recommendation 
for Urban Renewal Projects No. 8 and 4 


Mr, Zimmerman reported that during the 
past year the Model Cities Physical Task 
Force and the Model Cities Policy Board 
have been considering the physical aspects 
of code enforcement and rehabilitation on 
certain areas within the City and the feasi- 
bility of initiating such programs. HUD 
representatives have been inspecting the 
areas and the Physical Task Force of Model 
Cities has recommended suggested areas to 
their Policy Board for proposed Urban Re- 
newal Projects No. 3 and 4. However, 
prior to making any recommendation to 
City Council, the Model Cities Policy Board 
will be holding informational meetings with 
citizens who may be involved to obtain 
their comments and reaction. Mr. Zimmer- 
man and Mr. Guernsey have been invited 
to attend these meetings as resource repre- 
sentatives. He further stated that the 
primary concern in the West Side is to have 
adequate schools and park facilities and that 
rehabilitation seems to be the preferable 
program. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


A letter, dated October 26, 1971, from 
Mayor Graves to City Council was read to 
the Board. The letter stated that the Mayor 
is requesting that a new ordinance be 
adopted which will provide for reorganiza-

ment Board: Four appointed—one from 
each Ward; Four appointed—At Large;

the Planning Board, the Public Service 
Board and the Park Board, each. This 
Communication has been received by City 
Council and adopted. 


b, Planning and Redevlopment Board Meet- 
ing of October 12, 1971 concerning land 
Use Study, Project No. 2 


DECEMBER 6, 1971 


In light of the fact that all members 
of the Board attended the joint-meeting 
except Mr, Rosa and Mr. Eschbach, (and 
Mr. Rosa came into the office for a verbal 
report and Mr. Eschbach was absent from 
this meeting), a summary was not given. 
However, for clarification, Mr. Zimmerman 
stated that, it is his understanding that 
the next step is to have the proposed land 
use study presented to the Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council No. 1 (Project No. 2) for 
their review and reaction at the December 
1, 1971; then the proposed plan changes 
will be brought back to the Redevelopment 
Board and Planning Boards for their 
recommendation to City Council.

Mr, Zimmerman commented that this 
means that (1) the Parks Department will 
obtain this land at no cost and (2) the re- 
sere eorent will be provided by Federal 
‘unds, 


Discussion followed by the Board Mem- 
bers and Mr. MeKinstry from Lansing 
Community College relative to the target 
dates for land in Project No. 2 being 
available to LCC as a developer and 
whether their plans should be reviewed in 
the near future since staged construction 
may be feasible. 


Mr. McKinstry stated that he, or a rep- 
resentative, from Lansing Community Col- 
lege would be happy to discuss the plans 
for the College.

Real Estate Appraisal Committee—

Prior to giving his Committee Report, 
Mr. Jessop (Chairman of the Real Estate 
Appraisal Committee) distributed copies of 
the ‘Statement of Land Acquisition Policy 
and Procedures” pertaining to Project No. 
2, Mich. A-6, to the new Board Members. 
He, briefly, outlined the method of estab- 
lishing the fair market value and authori- 
zation of the Director to sign proclaimer 
certificates for the highest value. The pro- 
claimer method is to be utilized for all 
property valued at less than $100,000, es- 
tablished by the committee, after evaluating 
all appraisal reports. If the appraised fair 
market value is established at over $100,000, 
@ request for concurrence must be sub- 
mitted to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


Mr. Jessop, also, advised the Board that 
all Board Members will receive a notice of 
the committee meetings and may attend. 
He continued by submitting his report, as 
follows: 


a. Approval of Fair Market Value on Six 
Parcels, Project No. 2, Mich. 2-6. 


Mr. Jessop reported that the Real Estate 
Appraisal Committee met on Monday, No- 
vember 1, 1971, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing fair market value on six additional 
parcels (Block 65, Parcel 7; Block 66, Par- 
cels 5 and 7; Block 68, Parcels 10, 13 and 
22) for first-year acquisition in Project 
No. 2, Mich. A-6 and to authorize the 
Director to sign proclaimer certificates on 
those properties. 


The committee reviewed and discussed 
each parcel, individually.

A motion was made by Mr. Hilley that 
the Redevelopment Board approve the 
committee appointments which were made 
by Dr. Griffin. Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Rosa asked if it is necessary to re- 
elect officers for the Redevelopment Board 
and also would any Board action, to date, 
be rescinded. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that it was his 
understanding that when the Mayor recom- 
mended the reorganization of the Redevelop- 
ment Board, the Mayor stated that this 
change should not nullify any previous 
actions taken by the Redevelopment Board. 


It was decided by the Redevelopment 
Board that the “Rules of Administrative 
Procedure of the Board of Urban Redevelop- 
ment” should be reviewed and brought up 
to date, 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that a 
committee, consisting of Dr. Griffin and Mr. 
Jessop, review the By-Laws and bring 
their suggested revisions to the Redevelop- 
ment Board for the Board’s consideration. 
Supported by Mr, Hilley. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


ce. Request for Approval: The Director and 
Five Staff Members to attend a Reloca- 
tion Workshop in Pontiac, Michigan, 
November 11, 1971—Scheduled by the 
Detroit Area Office of HUD. 


Mr, Zimmerman informed the Board that 
due to the new law, the “Uniform Reloca- 
tion Assistance Act of 1970," HUD has 
had several meetings in Washington and 
are in the process of developing guidelines 
for implementation of the law. As a 
result, the Detroit Area Office set up a 
workshop for the entire State to review 
the procedures. 


Dr. Griffin advised the Redevelopment 
Board that the Redevelopment Office re- 
ceived notification of this workshop on 
November 4, 1971; and, since the meeting 
was to be held on November 11, 1971, Mr. 
Zimmerman requested verbal approval for 
himself and five staff members to- attend 
this workshop, Verbal approval: was given 


JANUARY 10, 1972 


by Dr. Griffin; however, this is the first 
opportunity to request formal Board ap- 
proval, 


A motion was made by Mr. Shaw that 
the Redevelopment Board grant approval 
for the Director and five staff members to 
attend the Relocation Workshop (called by 
HUD) in Pontiac, Michigan, on Thursday, 
November 11, 1971. Supported by Mr. 
Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


a. Report on Land Acquisition for Project 
No. 2. 


Mr, Zimmerman reported that, to date, 
fair market value has been established and 
approved by the Real Estate Appraisal 
Committee on 30 parcels in Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2 (one submitted for HUD 
approval), As a result of staff negotia- 
tions, contact has been made with 28 
property owners and 20 have agreed to, and 
signed, the agreement to purchase. 


He further advised the Board that title 
has been conveyed to the City of Lansing 
on eight of the parcels of land. 


It was the consensus of the Board that 
the procedures and results of negotiations 
have proved to be substantially more effec- 
tive for Project No. 2 than the methods 
utilized in Project No. 1. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that this report 
on the status of land acquisition for Project 
No. 2 will be submitted to the Mayor and 
City Council so that they may be informed 
as to the current status of land acquisition. 


Mr. Bunting asked if there was a liaison 
representative between HUD and the City. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that, pri- 
marily, HUD provides a field rperesenta- 
tive (Mr. Jerry Stonick) for this purpose. 


b. Status Report on Land Use Study, Proj- 
ect No. 2, 


This report was made in response to a 
request by Mr. Hilley at the joint-meeting 
of the Redevelopment Board and the Plan- 
ning Board held on October 7, 1971. He 
asked that the following three issues be 
researched further: (1) whether or not a 
riverfront drive along the Grand River 
would be feasible; (2) whether the facade 
of the buildings along the river could be 
designed to face the Grand River as well 
as to face the Street; and (3) whether a 
heliport would be economically and physi- 
cally feasible in this area. 


Prior to presenting the results of the 
research, Mr. Shoemaker gave a background 
resume of the activities that have taken 
place for the purpose of considering the 
proposed land use changes for Urban Re- 
newal Project. No. 2. 
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A map of the proposed riverfront drive 
was displayed (pertaining to the Urban 
Renewal Project No, 2). He stated that 
a riverfront drive should enhance the shore- 
line, preserve historical features and allow 
continuity of traffic flow .. . the plans 
and design must be correlated with the 
Waterfront Development Board, Planning 
Board and Parks Board. However, in his 
opinion, the riverfront drive is physically 
possible, but not functionally advisable. It 
would mean another road parallel to the 
Cedar-Larch pair (it would be a narrow 
road of 25 to 30 feet in width), it would 
create a physical barrier and the financing 
would be extensive (estimated at a cost 
of $250,000 or more). 


Dr. Griffin asked the Board members for 
their reaction. 


Mr. Rosa stated that he opposed the ser- 
vice (Riverfront) drive concept. 


Mr. Hilley asked to have the possibilities 
explored further, 


Mr, Jessop suggested waiting until the 
Riverfornt Committee has time to research 
the matter. 


The feasibility of a Riverfront Drive will 
be researched further, 


Mr. Shoemaker stated that a heliport 
would not be appropriate at this time; 
it would not be economically feasible since 
the City is not ready to support this type 
of a facility—for neither the passenger 
service nor freight service. 


He further advised the Board that if in 
the future the City could support a heli- 
port, perhaps rather than to have it located 
in the Flood Plain within Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2, a more desirable location 
may be the roof of a parking ramp. 


The feasibility of a water treatment 
facility was also discussed and Mr. Shoe- 
maker stated that a water treatment facil- 
ity located below grade within the River- 
front Parks js desirable. However, the 
Public Service Department may not be 
able to proceed with construction for some 
time in the future. It is suggested that 
the Riverfront Parks be developed without 
the water treatment facilities being incor- 
porated in the design and that at a later 
time the water treatment facility could be 
constructed with a minimal amount of in- 
convenience to the Parks. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


A Conference Memo relating to a meeting 
with the First Block Developers was en- 
closed with the Agenda. 


A conference report from the October 6, 
1971, meeting with the First Block De- 
velopers (LARC) has been received from 
Mr. Francis Fine. This report contained 
approximately the same information related 
by Mr. Zimmerman at the October 26th 
Board Meeting. 
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Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
last Board Meeting he has met with Mr. 
Peter VanPutten, architect for LARC and 
Mr. Carl Johnson of Johnson, Johnson and 
Roy for the purpose of discussing the site 
layout and the facade of the First Block 
Development. Mr. VanPutten was provided 
with plans of the Grand Avenue Parking 
Ramp, _First Block of the Washington 
Square Mali and utility plans. 


He further advised the Board that the 
next date for a meeting with LARC (First 
ee Developers) is on/or about January 
10, 1972. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


Report on the City Market Committee— 
A copy of the Survey was enclosed with 
the agenda. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the com- 
mittee is evaluating the survey made at 
the City Market and working on cost esti- 
mates of rehabilitating the existing market 
and giving further consideration to the 
two suggested locations . the North 
Lansing Site and the area south of the 
present location. 


Mr. Hilley asked if the feasibility of in. 
corporating a restaurant has been dis- 
cussed. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that the City 
feels that a restaurant should not be a part 
of the City Market; they are concerned 
about City Government being involved in 
private enterprise. However, it may be 
desirable to have a private developer 
purchase Urban Renewal land, located 
next to the City Market, for the purpose 
of providing a restaurant, gift shop or 
other commercial facilities compatible with 
the City Market operation. 


Mr. Rosa asked if there was any way to 
be sure a restaurant would be included in 
a developer’s plans for any adjacent par- 
cels, 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that only the 
best land use for the parcel can be deter- 
mined and that you cannot tell a developer 
what to build—only that it conforms to the 
a use established in the Development

It was the decision of the Redevelopment 
Board to hold the Board Meeting on the

Special Meeting, December 2, 1971 





The President of the Lansing Housing 
Commission called this Special Meeting at 
the request of the Commission to allow 
Mr, Frank Caliendo, Production Represen- 
tative from HUD, to advise and to enlighten 
the members as to the availability of fund- 
ing and methods of production that would 
be most effective. 


ROLL CALL

Visitors: Mr. Mike Harrold, Representa- 
tive of the Planning Department; Mrs.

Mr. Caliendo gave consideration to the 
following development and_ construction 
methods: Scattered Sites, Conventional 
Method of Production, Turnkey Method, 
and Turnkey-Leasing Method, 


SCATTERED SITES 


Scattered site public housing satisfies the 
public need and allows units to be built in 
various neighborhoods of the community. 
It was suggested that wherever possible 
the Commission option the sites in question 
to eliminate the supply and demand price 
pressure, The Housing Commission should 


option the site without advertising for 
them. Further than this, Mr. Caliendo ad- 
vises that several alternate sites could be 
procurred in the event that a site was not 
usable or free of title. 


CONVENTIONAL METHOD 


The oldest method of production in pub- 
lic housing is known as the Conventional 
Method. In the Conventional Method the 
housing commission acts as the developer. 
As a developer, the commission hires an 
architect who plans the building which in- 
cludes site improvement and other ameni- 
ties. Normally, the housing commission 
may hire the services of a registered archi- 
tect who in turn consults with the com- 
mission and HUD to determine the basic 
type of construction for the specific hous- 
ing need. The prime contractor is chosen 
through the bid method after the plans and 
specifications have been developed by the 
architect. The prime contractor usually 
sub-contracts all of the various specialized 
areas, Under this program, the general 
construction would be let to the contractor 
and he in turn would sub-contract the 
mechanical, the electrical, the plumbing, 
and the landscaping, etc. Under this pro- 
gram the commission would have been 
given certain monies in the Annual Contri- 
bution Contract to build the buildings with. 
The commission would disperse all monies 
and determine by change orders any devia- 
tion from the original plans and specifica- 
tions.

The Real Estate Appraisal Committee 
met on Thursday December 2, 1971, for the 
purpose of approving the fair market 
value on five additional parcels (Block 
65, Parcel 5; Block 68, Parcels 16, 28, 24 
and 26), for first-year acquisition in Project 
No. 2, Mich. A-6 and to authorize the Di- 
rector to sign proclaimer certificates on 
those properties. 


The committee reviewed and discussed 
each psrcel individually. They considered 
the real estate appraisal reports, fixture 
appraisal reports and the review appraiser’s 
report prior to authorizing the Director 
to sign proclaimer certificates on each of

The committee authorized the Director to 
submit to HUD a request for concurrence 
in the maximum acquisition price. The 
signed columnar listing was placed on file 
in the Redevelopment Office. 


ce. Committee recommendation of Fair 
Market Value to be submitted to HUD for 
their concurrence for Parcel 68-14; con- 
sider Appraiser Fees (submitted by Charles 
W. Larson and Henry J. Novakoski) for 
the addition of Parcel 246-1A, partial take 
on 246-1, Project No, 2, Mich. A-6. 


The Real Estate Appraisal Committee 
met on Tuesday, December 21, 1971 for 
the following reason: 


1) To recommend fair market value on 
Parcel 68-14 and authorization for the Do- 
rector to submit a signed request for con- 
eurrence to HUD. 


Myr. Streukens, Review Appraiser, re- 
viewed the re-analysis of Parcel 68-14 sub- 
mitted by Mr. Malcolm Milks (at the ap- 
praisal committee’s request). The com- 
mittee considered the review appraiser’s re- 
port and authorized the Director to submit 
to HUD a request for concurrence in the 
maximum acquisition price. The signed 
columnar listing was placed on file in the 
Redevelopment Office. 
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2) To consider the Review of the Ap- 
praiser Fee submitted by Charles W. Lar- 
son and the Appraiser Fee submitted by 
Henry J. Novakoski, individually, in the 
amount of $3,500, each; for the addition 
of Parcel 246-1A, partial take on 246-1, 
involving Bishop Property and Estes Furni- 
ture, in Project No. 2, Mich. A-6. 


The title search on Parcel 246-1 originally 
showed only one owner, however, since 
that time half of the building has been 
sold. As a result, there is a need for two 
separate appraisal reports.

A-6 was made to the 
Citizens’ District Council No. 1 on De- 
cember 7, 1971, so that they are aware of 
the problems and can make their recom- 
mendation to the Redevelopment Board 
and the Planning Board. 


Dr. Griffin stated that the Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council decided to wait until their 
next meeting to respond to the land use 
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study and that meeting is not until Feb- 
ruary 1, 1972. He proposed that it would 
be better if the Citizens’ District Council 
could meet before the next Board meeting, 
which is January 25th, and suggested that 
the Council be contacted and ask them if 
they would be able to have a meeting and 
make a recommentation to the Board prior 
to the January meeting. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Report on Land Acquisition for Project 
No. 2 Merle Peacock, Assistant Director 


Mr. Peacock reported that, to date, fair 
market value has been established and ap- 
proved by the Real Estate Appraisal Com- 
mittee on 39 parcels in Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2. As a result of staff negotia- 
tions, 26 property owners have agreed to, 
and signed, the agreement to purchase, 
(Six agreements to purchase have been 
signed since the last Board meeting, No- 
vember 23, 1971—Parcels 65-4, 65-5, 66-5, 
66-7, 68-10 and 68-27). Mr. Peacock further 
advised the Board that title has been con- 
veyed to the City of Lansing on 19 parcels 
of land (11 parcels since the last Board 
Meeting November 23, 1971— Parcels 65-2, 
65-4, 65-6 66-4, 68-1 68-5, 68-6, 68-10, 
68-11, 68-17 and 68-28). 16 leases have been 
signed with tenants—10 are residential and 
6 are businesses.

UNIFINISHED BUSINESS 


Review of “Rules of Administrative Pro- 
cedure of the Board of Urban Redevelop- 
ment.” A copy was enclosed with the 
agenda for each Board Member. 


Dr. Griffin reviewed the changes in the 
By-Laws. After careful consideration of 
the additions and deletions the By-Laws 
(as mailed to each Redevelopment Board 
Member on December 10, 1971) were ap- 
proved, with the exception of Paragraph 3. 


The proposed change was: “Whenever a 
quorum of FOUR is not present at a 
regular or special meeting, those present 
May adjourn the meeting to another day or 
hold the meeting for the purpose of consi- 
sidering such matters as are on the 
agenda,” 


The consensus of the Board members was 
that five members should constitute a 
quorum. 


A motion was made by Mr, Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board approve the re- 
vised “Rules of administrative Procedure 
of the Urban Redevelopment Board” (as 
mailed on December 10, 1971) subject to 
incorporating that a quorum be identified 
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as five members; and further recommended 
forwarding the approved “Rules of Ad- 
ministrative Procedure of the Urban Re- 
development Board’ to City Council, in 
accordance with the City Ordinance. 


Second by Miss Egbert. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Dr. Griffin reminded the Board of the 
joint-meeting with the Waterfront Develop- 
ment Board at 8:30, following this meeting. 
A joint committee is to be selected and they 
will make their recommendation to their 
respective Boards. 


Mr. Hilley asked that the Planning De- 
partment consider the riverfront drive (east 
of the river, in Project No. 2). He had 
felt that the idea was opposed and not 
feasible and he was willing to drop it; 
however, he received a letter from Mr. Al 
Hayes, Traffic Director, stating numerous 
reasons why it was a good idea, He, there- 
fore, feels that he would like to have it 
considered further, but contain the plans to 
the Urban Renewal Area, only. Possibly 
some of the other departments should be 
included in this planning. 


Mr. Bunting stated he was concerned 
with the article in The State Journal which 
stated that this proposal was opposed when 
actually there was no official action taken. 
He said there was a presentation made 
and some opinions were given, but there 
was no action. 


Mr. Jessop stated that if the proposed 
riverfront drive had pertained to the Urban 
Renewal Area only, the cost would not 
have been so high and, therefore, would 
have sounded more realistic. He stated 
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that he felt the area between Michigan 
and Shiawassee should still be considered. 


Mr. Jessop, also, stated that there are 
many city employees using the parking 
facilities on the Wentworth Hotel Por- 
perty who are very upset about the closing 
of the parking lot in order to make use 
of the two new ramps and maybe this 
should be taken into consideration about 
the immediate closing of the lot. 


EXCUSED ABSENCE 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
grant an excused absence to Mr. Rosa. 


Supported by Mr. Hilley. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


HEARING OF DELEGATIONS 
AND INDIVIDUALS 


Mr. Douglas McKinstry stated that the 
Waterfront Development has been one of 
the items of agreement between the City 
Council and Lansing Community College. 
ever since it was agreed that the college 
would locate in the downtown area and 
they are still very much interested in the 
Waterfront Development on both sides of 
the river with respect to joint use for the 
citizens and the college.
